THE MAILS, &c.

The Singapore portion of the French mail, duc this day, has been forwarded via 
Brindisi, but not that from China and Japan. We bave, however, nine days later 
news from Sharghat by the steamer Bri King. 

The next tnward mail (P. and O.) is dae, efa Brindisi, on the 9th ingt., and will 
bring dates Yokohama, Nov. 20; Shanghai, Nov. 23; Hong Kong, Nov. 29; Singa- 
pore, Dec. 6. 

Telegrains, tia Galle, in advance of the mail leaving Shanghai Dec. 7, Hong Kong 
Dec. 15, were received on the 28th ult.; and a Forelgn Office telegram from Peking 
to the 16th Dec. via 8t Petersburg, was received yesterday. 

The Pacific mail steamer Japan, with Yokohama advices to Nov. 28, arrived at 
San Francisco on the 20th ult. three days late. In entering the harbour the steamer 
fan Into a vessel anchored in the stream with a tremendous crash, and afterwards 
into the British chip Afarion, carrying away her bowsprit and forerigzing. The 
Japan's steciing gear was disabled, and she nppoars to have sustained consiuiraule 
damage otharwlse, 
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THE “ERL KING.” . 
Tn our issue of the 20th ult. we noticed the extraordinary 


passages of the screw-steamer Zrl King, Capt Steele. This 
vessel, however, bids fair in the present homeward voyage 
to surpass all her previous achievements ; she left Shanghai 
on the 18th November, Singapore on the 29th, and Galle 
on the 7th December, arriving at Suez on the 22nd, having 
steamed the entire distance in thirty-two and a-half days, 
We received on Saturday Shanghai advices.to the 18th 
November, brought to Suez by this vessel, and there 
posted via Brindisi—forty-two days en route, or five days 
quicker than the Mail Service. The Eri King must hence- 
forth{be known as the “ Phantom Ship.” As instances such 
as the present may be of frequent occurrence, it is neces- 
sary that arrangements should be made to receive Letters 
at the Post-offices in China for despatch by private steamers

N1.E. Chung How and suite embarked on board the Messayeries 
Maritimes steamer Go Lavery on the ldth, and tonk their depar- 
ture for France. Ic is reported that they will not proceed right 
through by one mail, but will pass some little time at Macao. 
Up to the last “ well-informed Chinamen ”—a phiase which is 
commonly used to cover foreign ignorance of Chi ese ways—had 
scouted the idea of so high a functionary as Chung How degrading ~ 
himself by undertaking an embassy to foreign countries ; an 
even after the arrival of the mission at Shinghai it was argucd 
that the rough passage from Tientein would uave sickened Chung 
How of sea travelling for the rest of his life. Yet ne has gone ac 
least one stage further. 

















The only thing that has transpired here since the French mail 
left is the annual meeting of the Chamber of Com merce, which 
was held on the 16th. A proposal to memorialie the Chinese 
authorities to dredze the Woosung bar was unanimously adopted, 
the resolution receiving point from the fact of the steamer Eri 
King being at the very moment detained at the bar for higher 
water. A memorial which the Chamber had addressed some 
months ago to the English Foreign Office on the defence of the 
settlement was laid before the meeting. It points out very clearly 
how pernicious the present naval instructions are in restraining 
officers from using their force in the prevention of disturbances. 
Another important document was passed by the meeting. It isa 
letter to the London merchants protesting against the mission of 
Chung How, and incidentally showing up the follies of Messrs. 
Wade and Rochechouart in consenting to patch up the Tientsin 
affair. There was one dissentient from the views of the Chamber, 
Mr. Thomas Hanbury, a gentleman who has always cultivated 
friendly relatiens with the Chinese. 


THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE TO THE LONDON 
MERCHANTS. 
Ssananat, Nov. 15, 1870. 
To the Chairman of the London Committee of China Merchants, 
8tr,—The Shanghai General Chamber of Commerce have been 
much gratified to learn from the newspapers the prompt action 
our Committee had taken in bringing to the notice of Her 
ajesty’s Government the critical position of foreign relations 
‘with China, arising out of the atrocious massacre at Tientsin, on 
the 21st of June last. You will have heard by subsequent mails 
that nothing had transpired in this country to allay the anxiet 
with which all who are interested in China must regard suc 
grave events ; and, feeling sure that you will not have relaxed 
your vigilance while affairs are so unsettled between foreign Go- 
vernments and the Chinese, we shall esteem it to be our duty 
from time to time to invite your attention to any points that may 
arise on which it may be desirable to take action. 

On the present occasion we would take the liberty of giving you 
our views on the subject of the proposed mission of Chung How 
to Paris, an undertaking which may be frau-ht with great danger 
to the true interests of foreigners and of the well-disposed—which 
is the most Asspot teat peewee of the Chinese people. 

Chung How has been favourably known to foreigners ever since 
the opening of trade at Tientsin, under the Convention of 1860, 
during which time he has filled the important post of Superin- 
tendent of Trade for the three northern ports. He has been re- 
garded as a liberal-minded man, and not altogether averse to 
measures which would tend to the advancement of his ccuntry. 
His sincerity had never been put to a severe test, and it was per- 
missible. thérefore, to accept his professions of good-will to fo- 
reigners and to “ progress’ as genuine. 

Chung How enjoys high rank in the Chinese Empire, being de- 
signated by his linperial Highness Prince Kung as “ Honorary 
Guardian of the Emperor of the third class, wearing a button of 
the first rank, decorated with a double-eyed Peacock’s feather, 
Lieutenant-General of the Ourdia Red Banner, Vice-President of 
the Board of War, and Superintendent of Trade for the three 
ports.” As far as his personal and official qualifications are con- 
cerned, therefore, Chung How would have been in every way ac- 
ceptable as an emissary from the Chinese Government to foreign 
Powers ; indeed, as contrasted with the obscure character of the 
“eo-envoys” who accompanied the late Mr. Burlingame to Ame- 
rica and Europe, the appointment of Chung Flow as ambassador 
would have been a mark of actual respect to the Governments to 
whom he was sent. 

Even with a man of rank at its head, however, the despatch of 
another mission to Europe would have filled the minds of all the 
friends of peace and amity between foreigners and Chinese with 
warrantable suspicion. The idea under which the Chinese 
Government organises such expeditious has been made so plain 
by the carcer of the one which has just finished its labours that 
the Chamber of Commerce can only view any fresh effort to shift 
the arene where international relations are to be discusse as an 
attempt. by means of systematic misrepresentation, to induce 
the Governments of the West to enter into one-sided agreements. 
It would, therefore, have been the duty of the mercantile hody to 
warn the Governments interested against the too probable impo- 
sitions of any new embassy which might profess to represent 
China abroad, and to urge them to put their faith rather in the 
facts with which a long experience has made them acquainted. 
than in any tpse dixit of an “ambassador,” who, if sincere, might 
be little qualified to speak with authority, or who, however well 
qualiticd, might have obvious personal inducements to create 
erroneous lnpressions, 

These considerations would have justified us in following any 
new Chinese Mission with anxiety ; but it is on grounds which, 
if not s ronger in themselves, are at least more intelligible to per- 
sons who may not have watched the progress of the Burlingame 
Mission very carefully, that we take exception to the proposed 
expedition of Chung How. : 

The ostensible object of his voyage is to mnke some explana- 
tion to the French Government concerning the massacre of its 
proteges and subjcets at Tientsin. At present we have no pre- 


cise information as to the character in which he is to present 
The French Charge d'Atiaires, Count Roche- 


himself in Paris. 
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chouart, states in a circular letter to the French Consuls in China, 
that “at his request the Chinese Government has sent his Ex- 
cellency Chung How as ambassador to France, to explain, and if 
possible, to gain approval of his conduct.” And in a despatch, 
copy of the translation of which has been courteously furnished 
to the Chamber by direction of Count Rochechouart, his Imperial 
Highness Prince Kung refers to the proposed Embassy in these 
words: ‘Our acquiescence in your wishes (viz. that the three 
mandarians who are belicved to have instigated the massacre: 
should suffer capital punishment) would cause great embarrasg- 
ments to a the explanation of these can natually be 
given viva voce by his Exoellency Chung to your noble govern- 
ment.” This is all that is publicly known at present on the 
subject. 

The purpose of the mission, as stated by Prince Kung, is 
ominously like that of its predecessor, which has wrought such 
incalculable mischief both to China and her foreign relations. It 
was to represent China’s “ difficulties ” that, according to Mr. 
Hart, the Burlingame Embassy was sent forth, and should the 


present mission at all resemble that in its operation it will be a 


public calamity. 
Count Rochechouart’s brief account of the mission is not free 


from incongruity. The “conduct” which Chung How is going 


to explain is his own share in the massacre of French subjects ; 
this however resolves itself into a simple question of fact, whether 


he did or did not connive at, whether he did or did not encourage 
the atrocities perpetrated under his Government at Tientsin ; 


it is difficult to see how any new light can be shed on this ques- 


tion by investigation in Paris. Again, if Chung How is going 
to propitiate the French nation for acts of his, about which there 
is no dispute. it was hardly necessary to invest him with high 
dignities for such an errand. 


Although the scope of the mission of Chung How should be 


limited to representations at Paris in connection with his personal 
share in the Tientsin massacre, it is necessary to inform your 
Committee that its reception may have an important effect on the 
position of foreigners generally in China and even on the pros- 
pects of trade. 
nature as to bind all classes of foreigners by a common interest. 
The victims of the Tientsin outrage were not French alone, but 
of various nationalities, British included. Your Committee may, 
therefore, be in a position, if only indirectly, to influence the de- 
cision of the Governments to which the Mission may address it- 
self ; in which hope we would now urge the special objection which 
the foreign communities in China entertain to the official recep- 
tion of Chung How by any civilised power. Tiat objection is 
nothing less than Chung How’s supposed complicity in the barba- 
rous murders of the twenty-one Europeaus who were living under 
his protection. Chung How was at the head of the exccutive, 
civil and military, of Tientsin at the time when that horrible 
atrocity was prepetrated in open day, and he had held that re- 
sponsible position for ten years, during which time he was in con- 


Our relations with the Chinese are of such a 


stant communication with the Foreign Consuls and others. 
There had been ample warning given that some outbreak against 


foreigners was intended ; the plot appears to have been generally 
known throuzhout the North of China for some time previous to 
its denouement. The British Consul, Mr. W. H. Lay, took so se- 
rious a view of affairs that he warned Chung How three distinct 


times, on the 18th and 20th, and foal on the 21st of June; th 
not only was no precaution taken by Chung How to prevent dis- 
turbance. but the letters were left unnoticed. When the attack 
had actually commenced, on the 2lat, Chung How still denied all 
protection to the Europeans, although he had six hundred dis- 
ciplined troops under his immediate command on the spot. 

The two city magistrates may have been probably more directly 
responsible for the massacre, their inflammatory proclamations 
and other efforts having been the means of exciting the hostile 
feeling to foreigners, while they themselves are belicvel to have 
taken an active part in the affair ; but it is important to remember 
that Chung How exercised full power over these men. and could 
at any moment have arrested the course of events which led up 
to the massacre. Nay, more, it was his special business to ac- 
quaint himself with, and to supervise all proclamations issued by 
his subordinates, and it is simply incredible either that he was 
unacquainted with the nature of the proclamations by which the 
magistrates incited the people to the massacre, or that they could 
have been published without his approval. 

In a proclamation issued. the very day after the event, he ac- 
cepts the full responsibility of his position, and says, ‘‘I have 
given orders to the civil and military authoritics to apprehend 
and severely punish any persons who are found abusing and con- 
tending with foreigners.” There is no doubt, therefore, that 
Chung How was the proper person to have stopped the operations 
of the so-called “mob,” and that he could have done so, had he 
been so minded, seems also to admit of no doubt. Chung How’s 
ability to su>press the attack is clearly shown by his vulunteer- 
ing to send 600 foreign-drilled troops on the day after the mas- 
sacre to protect foreigners in the settlement. 

It is true that the French Chargé d’Affaires is disposed to 
acquit Chung How of being concerned in the murders, on the 
strength of a letter written by Mr. Consul Fontanier on the 
morning of the massacre. But as it is rather by what has come 
to light since M. Fontanier was cut down at Chung [!ow’s door, 
and probably in his presence, that the public must judge of his 
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gonduct, the opinion of M. Fontanier, before the event can have 
comparativel Mittle weight. No foreigners previous to the mas- 
sacre could have supposed that Chung How, who had been so 
long and favourably known to them, would connive at so atro- 
cious a crime, but if M. Fontanier had lived to see the tragedy of 
the 2lst June completed it is reasonable to suppose he would 
have given a different verdict. 

It is unnecessary to follow Chung 'How’s conduct into further 
detail, as there is more than sufficient pn Sacie evidence in 
what we have advanced to show. that before being received as an 
ambassador, Chung How should be called on to exculpate him- 
self from the aicded of the victims of the 21st June. 

The importance of the present crisis in foreign relations with 
Ohina can hardly be exaggerated, as the success of such a mission 
as Chung How’s may go far to destroy what little remains of that 
prestige which has been the security for foreigners in China, and 
the guarantee of peace between the respective countries. The 
Imperial Government has declined to punish the real instigators 
of the massacre, or even to go through any form of investigation 
into their guilt or innocence. The two magistrates, who have 
been nominally exiled, have not been tried for the murder, and 
are thus punished only for their incapacity to preserve order ; 
while the General Chen-kwo-Jui. the capital punishment of whom 
was likewise demanded by the French Charge d’Affaires, has 
scarcely even been alluded to in the despatches from the Prince 
Kung. It has thus been pariaes throughout the Empire of 
China that foreigners may be outraged with impunity, provided 
their assailants be sufficiently influential, and no argument is 
needed to show you that the most disastrous consequences may re- 
sult from this discovery. 

But as if it were not enough to allow the guilty to escape, the 
Imperial Government has marked the occasion by an act of shock- 
ing barbarity towards a number of innocent persons, twenty of 
whom have been sentenced to death, and sixteen * of them have 
been already beheaded at Tientsin. Whcther or not any of these 
unfortunates actually took part in the massacre of 21st June, the 
fact that they were procured by purchase takes away all idea of 
their execution being a legal or just punishment for the crime, 
and the ceremonies attending the execution were such as to give 
it the character of a mere sacrifice to‘the unreasonable demands 
of foreigners. The malefactors of the 21st June, if any were 
among the sixteen beheaded on the 18th October, have been thus 
elevated to the rank of martyrs, an event not calculated to allay the 
perule hostility to foreigners which had been so diligently inflamed 

r some time past. Even the payment of the indemnity which has 
been proffered to, and accepted by, the French Chargé d' Affaires, 
has been so arranged as to deprive it of a!l the appearance of 
being a reparation for the outrage. Justice and sound policy 
alike required that the ponte penalty should fall, as much as 
pouidls, on the place where the crime was enacted, that it might 

retributive in its character and deterrent in its effects. Instead 
of this, however, the larger portion of the amount is to be provided 
out of the duties levied on foreign trade at Shanghai and Canton, 
and even the remainder which is decreed to be paid at Tientsin is 
likewise to be drawn fromthe proceeds of foreign duties, thus 
successfully disguisin fromjthe Ohinsss people the connection be- 
tween the massacre of foreigners and the punishment of the crime. 

The effects of proceedings such as these would be deplorable 
enough under any circumstances; but the danger to amicable 
relations will be greatly intensified by the proposed expedition of 
Chung How. He is so notoriously implicated in the murders of 
June, that his being permitted to leave China, evenon the pretence 
of a mission to France, will be, in the eyes of the whole Chinese 
people, a public condonation of that crime: while his actual re- 
ception by the French Government, and still more,the success of his 
representationscouldnot failto degrade all Foreigners in the eyes of 
the Chinese, before whom itisso important to maintain ourself-respect 
It would moreover exert a most injurious influence on the Chinese 
authorities themselves, convincing them that any ditliculty may 
be tided over, any outrage atoned for, by supple diplomacy and 
hollow promises for the future. The success of the Burlingame 
Mission has assured them of their power to over-reach and mis- 
lead the nations of the West. If they are a second time successful 
in this policy, and manage to gloss over a terrible tragedy like that 
of Tientsin, the position of every foreigner in the empire will be 
imperilled. 

here can be no question that a 


: powerful faction exists among 
the literary and governin 


e classes, who entertain deadly hatred 
to foreigners, and cherish hopes of their expulsion or extermina- 
tion. ‘The kind of means to which this faction will resort to fur- 
ther their designs may be gathered from the perusal of the ac- 
companying pamphlet, which is the translation of a book written 
by a man of high literary attainments, and is circulated from 
the yamens of the mandarins. It is called “A Death-blow 
to Corrupt Doctrines,” and its object is to associate the name 
of foreigners with the most revolting practices, Though a pro- 
duction of almost inconceivable obscenity and falsehood, it tur- 
nishes an instructive picture of two classes of the people with 
whom we have to deal. The unscrupulous animosity of the anti- 
foreign official party is there cloarly exhibited, and the ignorance 
and superstition of the people for whom the book is intended is made

© Th. remaining four were accused of the murder of the Kusslans ; the Russian 
authorities protested against thelr execation until tney should be satisfied of their 
Guilt. These four men have consequently been spared for the present, 
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equally plain. While efforts like these are being made to poison 
the minds of the populace in regard to foreigners, and to stimu- 
late them to such outrages as that at Ti ntsin, it is self evident 
that the only wise, safe, or even hum:ne policy for foreign 
governments is one of such uncompromising firmness as shall dis- 
courage the hostile faction from prosecuting their schemes. This 
party derived great encouragement from the diplomatic success 
of Mr. Burlingame, and the reception of the mission of Chung 
How is still further calculated to strengthen their hands.—I have

RESOLUTIONS OF THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 

At the meeting of the members of the Chamber of Commerce 
the Report was presented, and the following resolutions, which we 
take from the Shanghai Courier of the 16th Nov., were passed. 

Moved by the Chairman, seconded by Mr. Lavers—“ That the 
report of the committee for 1869-70 as presented to this meeting 
be adopted.” Moved by Mr. Lavers, seconded by the Chairman— 
“That the accounts of the Chamber for the year ending 30th 
June, 1870, showing a balance to the credit of the Chamber of 
Tls. 2,321.22, be ed. 

Proposed by Mr. Lavers, seconded by Mr. Dixwell— That the 
words ‘from the port’ be omitted from Rule 6, and the words ‘from 
the meeting’be substituted.” After some discussion Mr. C.J Kin 
proposed and Mr. Hayes seconded the following amendment, whic 
was put to the meeting and carried. —“ That the consideration of 
the foregoing resolution be postponed till the next meeting of the 
Chamber.” Resolution No..3 consequently fell to the ground. 
The next resolution, proposed by Mr. Dixwell and seconded by 
Mr. Lavers, was :—‘‘ That any member of the Chamber may in: 
troduce non-members: at general meetings, who shall be privi- 
leged, with the consent of the meeting, to take part in the discus- 
sions, and that a rule be added to that effect.” This led toa 
lengthened discussion, at the close of which Mr. Hoppius pro- 
posed, and Mr. Hanbury seconded, the following amendment :— 
“ That the committee may introduce non-members at the general 
meetings, who shall be privileged, with the consent of the meet- 
ing, to take part in the discussions, and that a rule be added to 
that effect.” This being put to the meeting was rejected, only 
two voting in its favour. The original notion was afterwards put 
to the meeting, and was rejected almost unanimously. 

Resolution No. 5 was proposed by Mr. Dixwell, seconded by Mr. 
Lavers—* That the letter to the London Committee of China mer- 
chants prepared by the Committee and submitted to this meeting 
be adopted” Against this Mr. Hanbury, after some remarks, 
read the following protest :—“I protest against the letter to the 
chairman of the London Committee of China merchants as being 
libellous in character, and lowering to the Chamber of Commerce, 
bringing as it does a charge of complicity with murder againsta 
man never formally accused of the crime, and virtually acquitted 
of any supposed complicity by his appointment as Ambassador to 


| France at the request of Count Rochechouart, the Minister for 


France, and submit the following reasons why the letter should 
not be sent :— 

“Ist. The charge of complicity with murder is to be found.in the 
following paragraphs of the letter. 

“That objection is nothing less than Chung How’s supposed 
complicity in the barbarous murders of the twenty-one Europeans 
who were living under his protection. Chung How was at the 
head of the executive, civil and military, of Tientsin at the time 
when that horrible atrocity was perpetrated in open day, and he 
had held that responsible position for ten years, during which 
time he was in constant communication with the foreign consuls 
and others. 

“ When the attack had actually commenced on the 21st, Chung 
How still denied all protection to the Europeans, although he 
had six hundred disciplined troops under his immediate command 
on the spot.” 

“He is so notoriously implicated in the murders of June that 
his being permitted to leave China, even on the pretence of a mis- 
sion to France, will be in the eyes of the whole Chinese peuple a 
public condonatiun of that crime. 

“ But this charge is disproved by the fact that the Minister of 
France, after investigation on the spot, has acquitted Chung 
How, and fixed the guilt upon others ; thus it seems too great an 
assumption on the part of the Chamber located hundreds of miles 
from the scene of the tragedy, and whose facts are largely de- 
rived from anonymous coutributions to the newspapers and many 
impossible of verification, to state so authoritatively the guilt of 
a man who has not been so judged by the foreign authoritics at 
the North. 

“2ud : [t would be derogatory to the character of the Chamber to 
have remained silent as regards this charge of complicity with 
murder during the past four months when they have been cogni- 
sant of the fact that the mission of Chung How was contemplated, 
and as soon as he has left on his mission to Europe to forward after 
him so seriousa charge without giving him the chance of rebutting 
it by any evidence he might have been able to bring forward in 
China. 

“3rd.—The proposed indictment against Chung low necessitates 
& serious counter charge against the French Minister of having 
requested the Chinese G.vernment to send an official as ambuassa- 
dor to his country who is ‘notoriously implicated in the murders 
of June;’ nor is it easy to see how, it the statement of the 
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Chamber is to be accepted, the foreign Consuls in Shanghai can 
explain their honourable reception of such a manu. 
“T, Hanpory.” 
A number of members having given various reasons for warmly 
approving of the letter and urging its adoption, the resolution 
was again put to the meeting and carried. Mr. Hanbury dissenting 
Mr. C J. King proposed the last resolution, which was seconded 
by Mr. Frazar, and carried :—‘ That the Chamber memorialise 
the Taoutaithrough the foreign Consuls on the condition of the 
bar of the Wangpoo at Woosung, which by ordinary dredging 
might be made easily navigable for vessels of twenty-four feet 
draught, whereas the nccidents and delays which it causes to ves- 
sels ure of daily occurrence for want of the attention suggested.” 
The following committee were then elected, the name of Mr 
Lavers, which was also on the list, having been withdrawn at his 
request :—Messrs. Dixwell, Porter.

With a cordial vote of thanks to the retiring committee, pro- 
posed by Mr. Bell and carried by acclamation, the meeting sepa- 
rated. : 





The steamer Appin is reported ashore at the Beacon. 

A case of alleged smuggling by a foreign firm was tried before 
Mr. Dick and H.K.M.‘s Vice-Consul at the Customs, but the pro- 
ceedings being of a preliminary character the publication of them 
was reserved for further consideration. 

Messrs. Boyd and Co. have had some intention of making an 
attempt to raise the wreck of the steamer Lismore. 

Messrs. Devine, Dudtield, Harris and Morton, who have been 
out on a shooting excursion, and whose prolonged absence was 
beginning to create uneasiness, have returned, sound in wind and 
limb. Stress of weather, we understand, was the cause of their 
detention. 

At the dividend’meeting of Dow and Co.'s bankruptcy, held at 
the Supreme Court, the Creditors’ Assignee presented his accounts, 
which showed assets available for dividend amongst creditors who 
have proved. of Tls. 8,358. It was accordingly resolved that a 
dividend of 1.17 per cent. be paid, and the estate wound up. At 
Mr. Walker's appilesion for Bis discharge as creditors’ assignee, 
it was agreed that it should be delivered to him when the neces- 
sary formalities shall have been gone through.

BANGKOK. 

The following items are from the Bangkok Summary :—The 
annual ceremonies of Loi Katawng was pefformed by their 
Majesties the Wang Kluang and the Wangna on the evening of 
the 6th, 7th and 8th November, when there was a grand display 
of fireworks on the river, at the landing of both the kings, thus 
closing the annual pompous visitations of the Wats, by the kings 
of Siam. 

A mail from Cheangmai, with dates up to the llth Oct. states 
that the two mission families were quite well, with lively prospects 
of soon erecting permanent dwellings. It was then a time of peace 
and quietness in Cheaugmai, preparing for the Royal cremation in 
the 4th of Siamese month. 

The death of Mr. Robert Simpson Scott, on the 29th Oct., cast 
a gloom on some of the foreign community of this city who were 
acquainted with him and the prominent events of his career. He 
came to Bangkok in the year 1857 (being then about twenty-two 
years of age) as a clerk in the house of the Borneo Company 
(Limited) and served in that capacity less than @ year, we think, 
when he became a partner with D. K. Mason, Ksq., under the firm 
of D. K. Mason and Co. He built the fourth steam rice mill of this 
city, and had just set it in successful operation when his great cala- 
mity came upon him. He wassentenced toa term of imprisonment 
on achargeof baratry, for scuttling the ship Zrinon ber voyage from 
Bangkok tou China. Whether he was guilty of the great fraud with 
which he was charged, condemned. and disgraced, is still an open 
question, and will, in all probability remain such. His remains 
were interred in the Protestant cemetery 


JAVA. 

From the late Java papers we learn of the loss by fire of the ship 
Uncatouh, from Macao, bound to Callao, with coolies, who muti- 
nied at sea, and set fire to the ship. The captain and crew 
arrived at Anjer in the San Salvadorian ship Fray Bentos, and a 
portion of the coolics in the British ship Juanpore. The Un- 
carah, under San Salvadorian colours, left Macao on the 13th 
October, fur Callao, with 537 coolies. She was under the com- 
mand of Captain Giuseppe Rosieana, an Italian, whose account 
is in cifect as follows :—After having sailed for a couple of 
days with a fair wind the coolies began to grumble. Seve- 
ral of them circulated letters amongst the coolies, urginy 
them to rise and make themselves masters of the vessel. 
On the morning of the 21st October the coolies were, as usual, 
Icft on deck to refresh themselves, After having stayed some 
time on dick they were again ordered to go below, but refused to 
obey. ‘The coolies persisting in their refusal, the crew endea- 
voured to force them to go below, and a fight ensued between 
them. T+ sailors were provided with weapons, but the Chinese

armed themselves with pieces of iron and wood, and laid about 
with these so effectively that the steward and carpenter were 
killed and several sailors wounded. After a struggle lasting 
half an hour the Chinese were driven to the hold, and, seeing 
that there was little hope of obtaining command of the 
vessel by force, broke everything below, and set fire to the 
ship. The crew, perceiving this, became panic-stricken, got ous 
a boat, and made away from the ship so hastily that the cap- 
tain, who was left behind, was obliged to jump overboard and 
swim after the boat, which picked him up. They pulled steadily 
for five days, during which time they were without food, when 
they reached the Great Natunas Island. They remained four 
days on- the island, after which they were taken off by the San 
Salvadorian ship Fray Bentos, Capt. Mota, and taken to Anjer, 
where they arrived on the 9th November. 

The fate of the vessel, and of the coolies who were left on board, 
has been described by Captain Haldane, of the British ship Juan- 
pore, who has also reached Anjer with 112 of the coolies aud a 
Greek sailor, who had been left behind on board the burning 
vessel by his shipmates. More than 409 of the coolics must have 
perished by fire nd by drowning. 

The master and crewof the ill-fated Uncawah, and the 112-coolies 
saved by the Juanpore, were taken from Anjer to Batavia in the 
steamer Minister von Stadt Rochussen. Two of the coolies were 
put in irons, charged with the murder of the carpenter. The 
Greck, it is said, is also charged with having combined with the 
coolies, but the captain of the Uncawh discredits this. 

We are sorry to learn that, in addition to the heavy expense 
incurred by Captain Haldane, of the Juanpore, in providing for so 
large a number of coolics, and the risk he ran in saving them. he 
has been obliged to suffer further delay and inconvenience as @ 
direct result of his humanity. 

The Juanpore having arrived at Anjer, the Assistant-Resident, 
nevertheless, raised difficulties about giving leave to the coolies 
to:come ashore. The captain of the British ship thereupon 
repaired to the British Consul at Batavia. His efforts were 
at first fruitless. The Consul had to telegraph to the Gover- 
nor-General to obtain a decision. In consequence a steamer 
will fetch the coolies saved. Meantime the British captain 
had lost five days before a decision was come to—no trifle for 
a ship. Anjer may not be legally a place to bring Chinese to, but 
it is unheard of not to make an exception in case of force majeure. 
A captain who can or may not lose many days will naturally put 
ashore shipwrecked folk at the nearest place under European Go- 
veroment, and often cannot without enormous loss steer to a haven 
where he can land such men. If captains in such cases choose, 
they will have, after such behaviour, to put to themselves the 
question, ‘ May or can IT act as a mina, or must [ leave those un- 
fortunates to their fate?” for the Dutch authorities recompense 
a good deed by delays which are not to be endured.

THE PALL MALL GAZETTE AND OURSELVES. 

WE beg our readers to peruse with attention the article 
from the Pall Mall Gazette, entitled “ Our Policy and Prestige 
in China,” which we reproduce in another columu. They 
may not thank us for the task, aud they will very likely 
rise from it with the exclamation, ‘There's nothing in it.” 
We could certainly very well affurd to allow snch a vapid 
attack on “ the Anglo-Chinese Communities,” and on ourselves 
as “their organ,” as the Pull Mall courteously styles us, to 
remain unanswered, or to refute itself; for it makes abso- 
lutely no show of argument to disprove the justice of the 
demands which it so vehemently condemns. But it is its 
very nothinghess of argument that we feel it desirable to 
expose, because, it must be admitted that, with all its faulted, 
the Pall Mall never leaves anything unsaid that it can say 
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in defence of a weak cause. We will pass by the sneer | 
at the “mercantile, or Anglo-Chinese, idea of a future 
policy,” which the writer proposes to “show on another 
“occasion,” with the remark that it is a pity he did not 
“ show ” it now, because that would have proved whether he 
understood it or no; but we shall be glad to be favoured 
with his exposition of it at his earliest convenience, in order’ 
to place it before our readers, that they may either endorse 
or disclaim it. We likewise pass over, though not without 
contempt, the petty allusion to “the medical practitioner, 
“ resident in Shanghai, who appears in the intervals of busi- 
“ ness to take up the cause of the merchants, and to occupy 
“his leisure in giving advice gratis on matters of State 
“and public policy.” Dr. Tain is very well able to de- 
fend himself, and we shall therefore say no more than 
that we can imagine no more high-minded abnegation of 
self than to devote part of the well-earned leisure of a 
visit to his native country to the explanation of his views 
concerning the prosperity of his countrymen in the Far 
East, as Dr. Tain did in the exhaustive little book, which 
the Pall Mall characterises as “ pare assumption on the part 
of the writer.” Now, whatever influence the Pall Mall Gazette 
has obtained was always understood to be largely assisted by a 
member of its staff, who was so determined to investigate for 
himself the true conditions of residence in a certain terra 
incognita in London that, in the form of av “amateur casual,” 
he passed a memorable night in the ward of a workhouse, and 
gave the world the benefit of his experience in a series of 
papers, which carried immense weight with them, because 
they were the result of real experience. We wish that one of 
the “amateur casuals” of the modern Pall Mall would take a 
trip to Chiua, and then give us his views of the condition of 
tho “ Auglo-Chinese communities” of which it discourses so 
flippantly now. We might then have articles more practical 
. shan the one before us. 


But to come to the gist of the article in question. If it 
has any object, it labours to prove that “ Mr. Wane’s policy,” 
which Dr. Tun, the Anglo-Chinese communities, the local 
press, and ourselves, united in condemning, must be the policy 
of the Goverument whose representative he is, because, “ if 
“he did not act up to the instructions of her Masesry’s Go- 
“vernment, he would be very unfit for his post, aud in all 
“ probability he would be promptly removed.” This, be it 
. remembered, is the Pall Aall’s proposition—not ours. We 
. Contented ourselves with pointing out what we believed to 

be a false and dangerous policy, regardless whether it was 
the policy of “ principal or agent” (as the Pall Mull calls 
Lord GranvitLe and Mr. Wane); but at the same time 
feeling it impossib'g to believe that sucha line of conduct as 
that pursued by our Consul at Peking could receive the 
sanction of the Home- Government ifit were fairly explained. 
We have no need in this article to repeat the various grounds 
of complaint against that line of conduct which we urged in 
these columns from the commission of the massacre to its 
most “lame and impotent conclusion.” We have not printed 
a word that we are not convinced of the truth of ; aud we 
now emphatically repeat the conviction which we expressed 
in our last issue, and which has elicited the special pleading 
of the Pall Mall Guzette, that our prestige in China has 
seriously declined, aud that our policy, with its “mild diplo- 


macy,” is bringing the British nation into contempt in 
China. 


But, argues the Pali Mall, it is not well to publish such 
complaints and auch convictions because we kuow that our 
articles are “translated for the edification of the Chinese.” 
We reply that we desire nothing better than they should be 
so translated, and that the Chinese should be “ edified” by 
them. We would not have the Chinese permitted to believe 
& moment longer than was unavoidable that the uncertain and 
pusillanimous policy, which has been so signally frustrated, 
reflects the real heart and feeling of England on this subject. 
As for the attempt to make it appear that our just condem- 
nation of it will excite the presumption of the Chinese, it 
simply amounts to a declaration that the policy in question is 
as unchangeable as the laws of the Medes aud Persians, or 
the supercilions verbiage of the Pull Mall Gazette. We must 
italicise our contemporary’s own statement of the case as it 
stands. He says, “ The present danger ts over, and we may turn 
“our attention to the future, not forgetting that the causes | 
“ which produced the catastrophe at Tientsin are still existing,

“and must continue to be @ source of danger. Our whole 

“ position has changed since that evil day—and changed very 

“much for the worse.” Is it possible for any worde that he 

could have selected to confirm more strongly the views ‘we 

have represented all along? Have we not always “turned 

our attention to the future?” Have we not always urged 

that the canses of the Tientsin Massacre remain “a source 

of great danger?” And is not the time when “ the 
present danger is over,” the proper time to urge on 

the Government the necessity of taking such measures 

as will effectually prevent .ita recurrence? If the Pall 
Mall is in earnest for the maintenance of our pres- 

tige in China, it will not fail to explain its own 

views with regard to our future policy, at the same 

time that it shows up the “mercantile or Anglo-Chinese 

idea,” as it is termed. Surely the writer cannot plead for his 

reticence on this point, that Ais articles are likely to be 

“translated for the edification of the Chinese.” In his present 
article he shows his partiality for hackneyed quotations ; we . 
will give him one as hackneyed, but more pertinent than his 

own. We have never shrunk, and we are not to be debarred 
now, from the firm and temperate explanation of our own 

opinions and the views of our correspondents ; and we tell 
the Pall Mall 


“Bi quid novisti rcetius istis 
Candidus imperti; si non his utere mecum.” 


Meanwhile we are quite content to accept our contempo- 
rary’s attack on us as the “organ” of the “ mercantile and 
Anglo-Chinese idea” as an apt illustration of the old legal 
maxim, “No case ; abuse the plaintiff's attorney ;” but we 
must tell the writer before us that it is not by such vulgar 
jargon as describing the mercantile communities of China as 
“animated by a spirit of Philistinism,” because they demand 
sufficient force to protect their lives and property, that he can 
hope to attain any result, except, perhaps the conciliation of 
the officials who have been the cause of so much uneasiness. 
A journal which has changed its price sv often as the Pall 
Mall may not be expected to have a very clear perception 
of “the mercantile idea,” but it ought at least to be not 
insensible to human sympathy ; and if it knew, as we do, 
how many British “ Philistines” had been impelled to send 
their wives and families home, by reason of the insecurity 
of life in China, it might have hesitated to stigmatise 
them with a term alike unjust, unfeeling, and prepos- 
terous.

LOSS OF THE “ BENEFACTRESS.” 

The Benefactress, Captain Eldred, from Yokohama te New York, 
has been wrecked on the Somerset We-t Strand, Cape of Good Hope 
on the 19th Nov. The vessel left Yokohama onthe 9th September wit! 
a full caigo of tea, had a favourable parsige down to the coast of Afriea, 
and ‘as on Friday night, the 18th November, running along the coast 
with a light south-east wind, the vessel heading in shore, as the captain 
had said, with the intention of making Cape L’Agulhas light, which it 
was then thought conld not be many miles distant. The vessel, how- 
ever, was kept on the same course during the whole night, but no light 
was siyhted ; and on Saturday, the 19th, carly, the noise of licavy surf was 
plainly heard, but on account of a thick fog no land could be distin- 
guished, The captain, fearing that he mizht be ranning his ship too 
close in shore, gave the order, and her head was hauled off 
some points from the shore. At about six o'clock, while the ves- 
scl was going along with a press of sail, before a_ light 
breeze, she was felt to thump agaiust something lightly, and im- 
mediately the man at the wheel was ordered to put the helm 
down, but before the vessel had hauled her wind at all she struck 
a eccond time heavily, making the hull and masts stagger again. The 
vessel wus then felt to lift and pass over thc reef into decp water. The 
ship's well was at onee sounded by the carpenter, who reported her to 
have four feet of water, and at once ull hands were set to work the 
pumps, but the water continued to gain upon them at the rate of about 
oue foot per hour. During the whole of the morning the vesscl was 


run along the land, which bocame visible so:e time after the accident, 
it being the intention of the captain te make the first port he could. 
Towards afternoon it was plain to all on buard that it would be impos- 


sible to kcep the vessel afloat many hours longer, upon which the cap- 
tain decided that he would beach his vessel on the first favourable spot 
he could find. The vessel was then headed close in-shore, in which way 
she continued running with south-east wind until about five o’clock in 
the afternoen, when the vessel was off False Bay, to all appearance 
in a sinking state. As a sandy beach was -een at thia time the ves- 
sel's head was turned for it, which she took shurtly afterwards, and to 
prevent her being dragged off by the tide beth anchors were Ict yo. 
Fortunately at the time of the stranding there was little surf on the 
beach, so litUe indeed that the captain and crew at first made up their 
minds to remain on board tho ship for the night ; but shortly afterwards 
a number of fishormen came on board and represented to them that 
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tn pieces by the surf, and therefore they decided to leave the ship. Part 
of the crew were landed in the ship’s boat», and the remainder in shore 
loa‘s. They succeeded in saving a portion of their clo-he+. Next morn- 
ing the vessei was fuund a complete wreck, but with the hall still hold- 
ing tog-ther, the sea breaking right over her. | During the day the surf 
rubside' sufficiently, and boats put off to her, but only a few boxes of 
tea were landed. The veesel and cargo wero sold by auction on the 24th 
November for £800. She was an American larque of 525 tons, built 
at New York in 1854, and owned thre by Messre. A. A. Low and 
Brothers. :

PIRACY IN CHINA. 

Tn our last we expressed gratification at the telegram, coneying in- 
formation of the President's intention to assist in suppressing piracy in 
the China seas. The following is the full text of the note which bus 
since come to hand :— 

It appears from the diplomatic correspondence recently transmitted 
to Congress that in February last Baron Gerolt eent to Secretary Fish 
the contents of a confidential note from Count Bismark, wherein 
he urged the importance of combined measnres on the part of 
the maritime Powers for the extermination of piracy in Chinese 
waters. The Baron also stated that the British Admiralty had given 
orders to the naval commander ia China to co-operate for the ob- 
ject mentioned. Secretary Fish, on the 8lst of March, informed 
Baron Gerolt that the President had taken great pleagure iu com- 
plying with the requeat of Count Bismark by directing instruc- 
tions to be issued from the Navy Department to Admiral Rogers. The 
co-operation of Admiral Rogers and the forces under his command 
would, however, be limited to cases of recognieed piracy. He wusin- 
structed to proceed in such a way as not to wonnd the eensibilities of 
the Government of China, or to interfere with the peaceful bgt 
toward China, in which the Government of North Germany and that 
of the United States so happily agree. In his letter to the Secretary 
of the Navy on this subject, Secretary Fish says :— ‘ 

‘*S8hould, unhappily, any cause for hostilities occur during the mis- 
sion, it's hoped that the Navy Department will instruct Admiral 
Rogers, in such case, to advise with Minister Low, and to leave with 
this Department the responsibility of war or peace.” 

Acting Secretary of State Davis, November last, in writ'ng to 
Minister Bancroft says :— 

Minister Low adheres to his original opinion that the disturbances 
at Tientsin, involving the massacre, was local and unpremeditated, 
and that the Government at Peking sincerely desired to prevent a 
Tepetition, and to preserve the peace ; but the Miniater appears to have 

-decidedly modified his opinion a3 to the probability that they will be 
able to doso. Fearing that the Chinese Government may find itself 
too weak to resist the pressure of popular opinion ia the masses, act- 
ing in harmony with the cherished wishes and purpuses of the literati, 

-an | that it may be forced into a war to prevent popular outbreak, Secre- 

- tary Davis adda :—‘“* The President does not purpose to take part, nor 
does he invite North Germany to take part, in any controversy between 
France and China, growing out of the massacre of Tientsin. He only 
desires, so far as the impression of the neutralization of German and 
French influence by a state of hostilities operated to enfeeble the 
Central Government, that that impression may be removed; and that, 
should onfortunately a general war be declared by China, or should an 
outbreak against foreigners take place, which the Government cannot 
prever.t nor punish, the several Powera may be in @ position to afford 
the fullest measure of protection.” 

On the 29th of. November, Secretary Fish wrote to Minister Low: 


“ Although the generai tenor of your note of the 18th of September, 
fo Prince Kung is regarded as judicious and proper, yaur assurance, 
‘toward the close that a flagrant violation af the rightsand priveleges of 
our citizens by the people, and the failure of the Imperial Government 
toapply the remedy promptly, are the only circumstances which will 
cause a departure from the tarditional policy of the United States in their 
iatercourae with China, is considered to*be too strong an aseurance of 
forbearance, and it would be, perhaps, well that Prince Kuog should 
understand that any violation of the rights of our citizens, and any 
flagrant violation of treaty stipulations of other Powers may cause a 
change. 

Rumourep CaHanags 1s tHE Ministry.—Conflicliog rumours are 
circulated concerning the Ministerial changes necessitated by the re- 
tirement of Mr. Bright, and the reported approaching resignation of 
Mr. Cardwell, in view of the attack which the Opposition are prepared 
4) make on the War-office on the meeting of Parliament. It is said 
that Lord Lawrence will be the new Secretary-at-War ; and Mr. CarJ- 
well is mentioned ag likely to be compensated by the Spcakership, 
which Mr. Denigon is said to be desirous of resigning. Mr. Stansfeld, 
Mr. Goschen, and Mr. Chicheater Fortescue are mentioned a3 probable 
#ucceszors to Mr. Bright. The Marquis of Hartington and Mr. Monseell 
are both mentioned for the Irish Secretaryship. In the impending 
discussions on the War Department, &c., it is thought tbat the ad- 
vlabality of the retirement of the Commander-in-Chicf will b2 strongly 
urged.

The tunnel, which is of couree unfinished as yet, has 
been cut by atmospheric machinery through the solid rock, schist, 
limestone, and quartz, the air which moved the chisels escaping from 
its compression to supply the lungs of the workmen. Asa triamph of 
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thou'd the wind change at all the vessel would be immediately dushed | enginecrirg skill, we must mark this work as one of the new wonders 


of the world. 


Tue Comptoir D'Escompre —By the last mail from India and China 
a curious docament has been brought. and has been published in news- 
papers. It is eigned by a nomber of French merchants established at 
Saigor, in the French colony of Cochin China, and it ia to the effict 
that the agent of the Comptoir d‘E-compte of Paris in that place had 
since the outbreak of the war refused them the banking facilities 
they had previously enjoved, though continuing them to German. mer- 
chants, his reagon being, 't is alleged, that he is a Prussian, and that, as 
such, he was anxious to do all the harm he could to French commerce. 
The complaint is addretsed to the director of the Comptoir, at Paris ; 
but it bas no chance of reaching him, as he ia blocked upthere. Since 
it was signed the news has been received that the Germans in Cochin 
China have, with some exceptions, been expelled by the French Go- 
vernor; but whether the cffending Pruasian of the Comptoir is among 
the exceptions or not is not atated. 


The 35-ton gun, on its transit from Woolwich to tle proof butts in the 
Government Marshes, has met with a mishap, which will delay its pre- 
liminary trial, ‘The tramway on which the gun was being cariied gave 
way, it not having originally been conetructed to carry such heavy 
burdens. The rails parte! on a narrow embankment, and the truck bas 
for the present become a fixture. The ironclad targets at which the gun 
is to be tried are at Chatham, and nearly completed. Two of them are 
coated with plates 14 incl.cs in th ckness, one of them having the plates 
pluced in two thicknesses of rix incl.es and eight inches, with the timber 
backing between them. The third target represents the flat surface of 
an ironclad ship's upper deck, und will Le used in the experiment: to as- 
certain the effects of shot aod shell when thrown on to a vessel's deck. 


Mongy Ogpers on Cutxa.—A notification has been izsued from the 
Post-office, stating that from the let of January, and thencefor- 
ward, the rate of commigsion chargeable on money orders drawn in 
this country on the British post-vffices at Hong Kong, Shanghai, 
Yokohama, Rio Janeiro, Pernambuco, Bahia, Buenos Ayre, and Monte- 
video will be made uniform with the rate on money orders drawn upon 
other distant places, by an increase from a threefold to a fourfold in- 
lund rate of commission, and will be as follows :—On eums not excced- 
ing £2, la; above £2 and not exceeding £5, 23.; above £5 and not 
exceeding £7, 34. ; above £7 and not excceding £10, 42. 


Accounts have been received of the death of the Rajah of Kolapore, 
whilst on his way howe throogh Italy. His death took place at Flo- 
rence, and is stated to hve been sudden and altogether unexpected. 
It ia juet over four years since, at Sir Bartle Frere’s farewell Durbar 
with the Sirdars of the Deccan, that the young Rajah of Kolapore was 
invested with the kilhat of State, and took his seat on the right hand 
of his Excellency as the premicr Sirdar and representative of Sivajee, 
the head of the Mahrattu Confederacy. 


Tux London Gazette announces that the Queen has been pleased to 
confer the following honoura in the most distinguished Order «f Saint 
Michael and Saint George :—Knights Commanders— Lieut.

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We have the following account by telegram of the completion of the 
Mont Cenis Tunnel on the 24th ult. :—The Prefect of Savoy was preacnt 
at the finul perforation of the Mont Cenis Tunnel, He was received 
by the engineers and workmen with -houts of “ Long live France.” At 
the inauguration banquet the Prefect delivered a speech, in which he 
gaid: “It is well that the wo:ld should know that, noteithstanding the 
peril and anguish of the strugyle for the defence of the honour and

THE MACAO COOLIE TRADE. 
(GLOBE.) 

The Honolulu ne‘ spapers contain a frightful account of the sufferings 
experienced by a shipload of Chinvse coolics, on board a San Salvador 
ship, on a recent voyage from Mucao to that port, en route for Cal‘ao. 
The vesscl, Dolores Ugarte by name, is registered 800 tons burden, and 
left Macao with no fewer than 608 cool:cs uo boerd. In consequence of 
a@ disposition to mutiny which bad manifested itself among the covlics 
before leaving port, they for the first three weeks of the voyaze were 
not allowed upon deck, but were stowed awny between de:ks in 
four rows, a space of only sxigen inches wide being allotted to 
each: individua). At the end of this term of imprisonment the 
coolics were allowed to come up on deck, in gangs of filty, for one 
hour’s exercise, in the course of the day. Sentries fully armed 
kept watch and guard over the wretched creatures, lest in a moment 
of desperation they shuuld turn on.their gaol re. On one occasion 
a scoffle did take pluce between the crew ard the coolies exercising, 
which resulted in eightcen of the latter jumping overboard. To acd tu 
their miseries the ship's stores {Il short, aud they were put upon pn 
allowance of one pound of boiled tice and leas than a pint of water per 
diem. This very insufficient quontity of water, coupled with the 
crowded state of the hold, produce among them intense thirst, and 
they eagerly thrust their dullurs through the gratinga of the hatches in 
exchange for the cups of water which were given by the crew 
only in return for these cquivalents. As may easily be fimayined, 
disease soon mate its appearance among them, and twenty-five 
died before the vessel reached Henolulu., The condition of tke ship on 
arriving at-that port is spoken of as indescribable, The mate himself 
confessed that the stench from the main batch was so overpowcring that 
it was impossible to hold one’s Leal over it ‘one minute without vo- 
miting.” Forty-three o) those too ill to proceed were lunded at Huno- 
lulu, where, by the ex: rtions of a kindly resident, they were permauent!s 
detained. Their plight was most pitiable. Twelve were in the last stagcs 
of decay—some with ship fever. and others with diarrhoea; two were 
rendered blind for life by uleers which had formed in the corners of 
their eycs; an. all were in a dreadfully emaciated condition. If this 
accoun: be not exaggerated—and we have no reason, juilging from some- 
what similar cases which havo from time to time Leen made public, to be- 
lieve thut it is—it reflects infinite discredit on the Vortuguese Culomal Go- 
vernment at Macao. But further, it is of great importance to the other 
Earopcsen States which have treaties with China that the iniquities of 
this traffic should be put an end to. What account will the wrotched 
survivers of the shipl.ud send back to China of their treatment b, the 
foreigners? - Probably » large proportion of them were men kidnapped 
from the interior, who recognise no distinction between the various :aces 
of Europeans, and whose friends and ‘riends’ frier.ds will henceforth look 
on every foreigner as a possible manstcaler end a cruel opprssor. 
Truly, after reading the account of the sufferings of these wretched 
coolics, we cannot be surprised at the rearly belief accorded by (hinese 
mobs to the churges of kidnapping which have lately bcen repeatedly 

brought ogainst fureigners. 


OUR POLICY AND PRESTIGE IN CHINA. 


(PALL MALL GAZETTE.) 


Our prestige in Chins, we are told, on the authority of the London 
aad China Telegraph, has serionely declined, and our policy, with its 
“mild diplomacy,” is bringing the nation iuto contempt. This, if 
true, repreeents a very eerious state of affaira, and whether there be 
any foundation for ruch sweeping assertions it may be well to ascertain. 

The Just telegram from our Chargé d’Affaires at Peking is duted 
November 26. In that Mr. Wade ataten that ‘‘all was quiet in China, 
and the foreign residents remained to winter at Peking as usual.” Ina 
previous telegram he had informed the Government that no troops 
were required avywhere. We may probably take this last telegram 
thereforo as definitive. The present danger is over, and we muy torn 
our attention to the future, not forge(ting that the causes which pro- 
duced the cutastrophe at Tientsin are still existing, and must continue 
to be a source of danger. 


Our whole position has changed since that evil day—and changed 
very much for the worse. Impunity in such a case ig incompatible 
with safety in China; and there bas been immunity to all the chief 
offenders. The executions that have taken place after thrce months’ 
delay, during fifiy days of which noetcps whatever were taken for the 
poviat.ment of the criminals, cannct be accepted aseatisfying the cnds 
of justice in any one sense. It is doubttul, indeed. whether any of 
the fifteen men Leheaced were actively concerned in the murders. 
They were, moreover, exccuted with a show of cun-ideration by the 
cutLoritics, and of sympathy Ly the people cf Tientsin, calculated to 
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defeat the object of any punishment. The banishment of the prefect 
and magistrate ie probably only a well-understood disappearance from 
the scene—with compensation, present or prospective. The whole 
thing ia illusory—a mockery of justice, and under conditions cal- 
culated to inflict even greater injury than an absolute denial of satis- 
faction. As we have said, while practical immunity has been enjoyed 
by the chief if not by all the actual instigators and perpetrators of the 
massxcre, & pretence of justice has been palmed off before the eyes of 
the Chin: as authoritjes and people dishonouring to the foreign Powers 
that demanded satisfaction. If this is all they are to obtain, nothing 
can be more precarious than our position. edo not wonder that 
hed British mercantile communities at the treaty ports should feel 
nsecure. 


It is because we sharein their anxiety as to the future, and entirely 
agree with them as to the present unsatisfactory aspect of affairs, as 
wellas the necessity of well-directed cfforts on the part of the Go- 
vernment to sccure them better protection than the Chinese autho- 
rities have heretofore shown themselves either able or willing to afford, 
that we would call especial attention to the action cf the merchants 
themselves, and the Iccal writers ho are supposed to speak their 
opinions and express their sentiments. There is reason to concinde 
that they cre the most active agents in the destruction of their own 
iuterisis. The most persistent and vehement attacks are either 
directed against the wrong persons and things, or in the wrong way, and 
so defeat their object. The English nation is not backward in ac- 
knowledging the importance of the trade in which the mer- 
chants have invested their capital. Neither is the public un- 
willing to listen to any reasonable representation proceeding from 
this source as to their position and need of more effective assistance 
and protection. The mercantile’ bodies in this country with which 
they are in corresporidence have great influence with the Govern- 
ment, as was abundantly proved quite recently when a convention 
which the latter approved was nullified, avowedly for no other 
reason than becanse its stipulations were distast ful to the merchants, 
and believed by them to be unfavourable to their interests. With this 
influence then s0 practically demonstrated, why will the mercantile 
communities in China always assume a position of antagonism to their 
own Government, as though the latter were their natural enemies? 
Aware as they must be of the strong feeling which prevails in this 
country in favour of peace and modcration—and espccially against any 
spirit of aggression in Eastern affairs, whether for commercial or any 
other objects—why do they and their local press harp ay on one 
string, and in the mot absolute spirit cf Philistinism demand a policy 
of gun-boats and coercion as the sole meaus of securing the trade and” 
themse!ves from molestation? A commercial pojicy based on menace: 
and compulsion, and only to be carried-out by a perpetual resort to 
acts of war directed against local and provincial officcre, will find few 
supporters in these days. 


In order that our readers may see there is neither exaggeration nor 
mierepre sentation of the character and purport of the language habitu- 
ally employed by the mercantile communities in China and tke local . 
newspapera, we cannot do better than refer toa little book recently 
publixhed in this country by Dr. Thin, a medical practitioner resident 
in Shanghai, we believe, who uppears in the intervals of business to 
take up the cause of the merchauts, and to occupy his leisure in giving .. 
advice gratis on matters of State and public policy. His book affords 
a very good example of all the most characteristic defects of the class he 
represents, and the mietakes they usually commit in stating their case. 
It ia entitled The 7'tentsin Massacre; the Causes of the late Disturd- 
ances in China, and How to Secure Permanent Peace. And every 
one will agree that if it only fulfilled a portion of the promise conveyed 
in the title-page, the writer would have strong cluims to consideration 
as a public benefactor. 


Starting with the fundamental principle that China does not belong 
to our international systemn—not acknowledging the common obliga- 
tions of Chrirtiao and civilised States—there is a tabula rasa at once 
on which to write a new chapter on International Relations. This is 
followed by 8 second postulate, that we have cndeavoured to bing 
China, as we have Turkey, within the pale of the public law of Europe 
with doub‘ful policy and unsatisfactory results. And a third completes 
the premisses. A nation which ducs not acknowledge tne obliga- 
tions of treaties can only be dealt with by force ; and China, they 
say, isin thie category, for, if the Chineee Government acknowle.:ge- 
tho obligations, its delegates in the provinces entirely ignore 
them. ‘There is a certuin coher€nce and logical sequence in 
these various propositions intended as the foundatiun of an Anglo- 
Chinese policy. Qunly, as it ia reported, Wenseang said when 
speaking of the memoria's and the numerous wants of the merchants 
—(very much what Ali Pasha said to a visitor when speaking of the 
demands of the insurgent Cretans)—“ Js se prévecupent non de @3 
qu'il serait Juste de vouloir, mais de ce qu'ils veulent.” That is to 
say, the merchants see very clearly what they would like and the pri- 
vileges it would be desirable for them to obtain, bat do not, perhaps, 
trouble themselves very much about the means, and still less about 
any practical difficulties in the way of their being conceded. Dr. ‘Thin 
begins by informing his readers that ‘‘ if the people of England knew 
the history of the difficulties that have cccurred in different parte of 
China since the attack on Mr. Taylor’s mizsion at Yangchow, they 
would unanimously ugree with their countrymen in Hong Kong or 
Shanghai that the time has come in which f.rcigners must 
estubiish their position in China on a new basis.” And he 
proceeds in the established order to show how absolutely wrong 
and foolish the existing system is. Several pases are next 
dedicuted to a censure of what he calls Mr. Wade's policy. 
Will uny one explain to us what can be meant by “ Mr. Wade's 
policy "—or any Minister's policy—apart from that of the Govern- 
ment whose representative he is, and whose Orders and instructions he 
is bound to curry out to the best of his ability? That policy may be 
gcod or bad, but surely it must be the policy of the Government, 
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unleas it be supposed that a Minister ia sent toa distant and impor- 
tant post like Peking and left to act entirely at his own discretion? 
Does Dr. Thin, or anybody else, believe this is the mode in which the 
Foreign Office carrics on the business of the department or the forcizn 
palicy of the country? And if he does not, is there either sense or 
equity in holding the agent responsiblo for the acts of the principal? 
What that policy is which is the object of attack, and whether it he good 
or bad, is quite another question. We see Dr. Thin alleges that the 
policy of the Government is wainly determined by the opinion and 
information of the Minister, and therefore he is in fact responsible. 
But all this rests upon pure assumption on the part of the writer. 

We contend that effor!s in this direction are altogether miszuided. 
Tn the first place their in ffm: nee over the azents themselves, Minister 
or Consul, is probably »//, fur if cither Minister or Consul did not act 
up to the instructions of Her Majesty's Government, he would be very 
unfit for his post, and in all probability would be promptly removed. 
And, in the next, such corstant depreciation and contnmelious lan- 
guage as we see employed in the local press in referring cither 
to the Chinese authoritics or the British, cease to be harmle-s when 
the articles containing them are translated for the cdification of 
the Chinese. What influence they are calculated to exercise must 
be all in the wrong direction, They irritate those whom they 
should conciliate, mislcating them asx to the fecling of the nation 
or its Government in Chinese matters. They are injurious to 
the British anthoritics in China on whose influence and position 
they are dependent for the protection of life and property. It 
would be difficult to devise any course of proceeding less politic or 
irrational. What end is proposed by the mercantile communitics we 
cannot gay. IJfit be the hope of making a public opinion on Ciincee 
questions which may influence the public or Government here, they 
certainly go to work in the worst possible way, Or do they expret to 
convert the Chinese authoritics by xeolding, and to soften their animo- 
Bities by railing and rebuke?. Perhaps they think it possible to 
frighten them into res; eciful behaviour und a loving spirit by loud 
threats and big words, as tle father of Frederick the Great did by 
eadgeiling his subjects, eryiag at cach stroke, * Yuu should love me! 
love me, you scoundrel!” Whatcver may be the ulterior o' ject con- 
templated—and we do not pretend to have fathomed the wy-tery—-we 
pronounced the practice dangcrous to those on the spot, and a con- 
stant source of danger to this country. The Burlingame mission, 
which caused so much indiguation to some writers, there can no longer 
be any doubt was the direct result, as it was the first fruit, of the 
violent and hostile tone adopted by the merchants in their memorials 
for a revision of the Treaty. Wedo not know that the mission did 
them any harm, but they thought it might; and, such being their feel- 
ing, where was the wisdom of provoking a counter move £0 obvious 
and legitimate on the part of the Chinese as a measure of self-detence? 

If then it be true that our influence and prestige bas declined of 
late years, who has the country tu thauk for this but the Anglo Chinese 
communities, whose ¢flicts are so uniformly directed to lowering both, 
by their open opposition to the policy and action of their Government, 
and by unceasing abuse of all in authority under them?) Who, we 
would ask, has laboured so steadily or contributed so much to the end 
now proclaimed by their organ in this country —the China Express — 
asthe result of a bad policy? On another oceasion we may show, by 
fome extracts, what is the mercantile, or Anglo-“'hinese, idea of a 
future policy, with a view to determine its merits and applicability to 
the actual situation. 


SATISFACTION FOR THE TIENTSIN MASSACRE, 
(THE TIMES ) 

After many months’ delav, the Chinese Government. being informed, 
no doubt, of the indignation prevailing in Europe, have presented to 
the French Charge d’Affiires at Peking a report on the massacre at 
Tientsin, and the penal measures since adopted by the Imperial au- 
thoritics. This report is likely 10 become a State paper of importance, 
whether the European Governments represented at the Chinese capital 
choose to pursue the matter further or are content to accept the ex- 
planations of Prince Kung. In either case the admissions now made 
by the Chinese, and the punishments consequently inflicted, deserve 
to be noted. We shall not attemp: to dispute or correct the state- 
ment of Prince Kung in regard to questions of fact, though English 
residents in China loudly protest that the official record is delicately 
coloured and judiciously ob-cure. Theo facts admitted by Prince Kung 
are, however, sutlicient fur our pufpose; the account of the massacre 
contained in the official document fairly represents, we may be 
asenred, the opinion reccived in China about that unfortunate event, 
and the satisfaction supposed to be given to France by the punishments 
inflicted on a few insignificant persona measures accurately enough 
the-popular condemnation of the atrocity. If we may judge the Chinese 
by Prince Kung's apology to the Comte de Rochechouart, and by the 
schedule of victims presented by way of retribution for a horrible 
murder, we should say that the deed is regarded in China as a veniat 
offence —injudicious, perlaps, at the moment, but inspired by praise- 
worthy motives—an error that must be expiated, ag fur as the foreigners 
are concerned, by apologies and penaltics, hut the radical points of 
which need not be too curiousiy sought out and brought into the 
light of day. The Chince-e Government are well aware how deeply 
Europe has been moved by the news of the outrage at Tientsin, and 
China has already felt the anger of the insulted West. Some repara- 
tion, some compromise, has been deemed unavoidable, and Prince 
Kung’s letter to the Comte de Rochechouart describes the satisfaction 
which China has given. In many respects we might be inclined to 
contest Prince Kunyz's statements, but we take them for the pre- 
sent as they stand, and we omit no material point in the Chinese ver- 
sion of this lamentable transaction. 

Prince Kunz commences with the sasertion that the massacre of 
the 21.t of June was caused by the kidnapping of children in Tient- 
sin, which was attributed by the populace to the missionaries. Sus- 
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picion, he says, became transformed into hatred, and, combining with 
circumatances which were of a dubious character, brought about an 
insurrection of the lower ord-rs, and subsequently the murdera per- 
petrated at the French Embassy and the Sisters’ mission- house. He 
thus endeavours to assume, at the outset, the point which is actually 
in dispute between the European Powera and the Chinese Govern- 
ment; he takes it for granted that the rising in which the French suf- 
fered so erievonsly at Tientsin was merely a wont burst of raze on the 
part. of an ignorant, a bigoted, and an excited mob. It must be re- 
membered that the coolest observers on the spot have put on record 
their conviction that the rising of the populace was organised by per- 
sons in the cimploy of the Government, that public servants and 
soldiers were conspicuons in conducting the massacre, snd that the 
authoritics of the town and province showed culpable indifference 
to the angry fecling which preceded the ontrage, to the pro- 


gress of the Garter, and to the escape of the criminals. It 
is Prinee Kung’s object to show that the Imperial Government 


at Pckinz was not responsible for the acts or omissions of its 
subordinates at Tientsin. The very day, he avers, that the news 
of the catustraphe was brought to the Emperor a deerce was issued 
commissioning a hich official—Tszeng, Viceroy of Chih-Li—to enquire 
into the affair, At the same time, we are told, the Viceroy and Go- 
vernor of the Provinces were specially charged to protect the foreign 
places of trade and religions establishments against atticks of the 
mob, Furthermore, the Imperial Government proceeded to appoint 
Chung, the Superintendent of Trade for the three northern porte, 
Envoy to the Government of France. Whatever may be the practical 
result of Cluny's missien in the present state of French politics, we 
ean hardly suppose that the Chinese Minister has hoped to hoodwink 
Enropean fecling by this seemingly cordial apology It is well known 
that Chung himself was dircetly responsible for the maintenance of 
order in Tientsin; Lis attention was drawn by the French Consul to 
the evil reports which were circulated, without official reprimand, as 
to the practices of the missionaries; a single proclamation trom him 
wonld have exposed and diseredited the slander. H[e maintained 
stolid silence, and by his apathy or his crafty reticence be cncouraged 
the murderers to their vile wors. Among the Europeans in China he ig 
universilly credited with at least so much complicity in the horrors of 
the 21st of June, and his mission to France will hardly be accepted ag 
a pledze that th: Government at Peking are sincere in their assurances 
that they desire to punish the malefactorsa, and to repress by the 
sternest, methods the evil spirit which moved them. According to the 
helief of thorze who ought to know best, Chung and some other high 
officials should be made respon-ible for their culpable negligence or 
concealed sympathy with the rioters. However, the Imperial Guvern- 
ment has found seapegoats of a lower rank. The Prefect aud Sub- 
Prefect of the province were found guilty of incapacity to repress dis- 
order, and to protect the foreign traders at the open port. Tseng- 
kwo-Fan, the Viceroy of Chih-Li, before mentioned, arrived at this 
conclusion, and the guilty Prefects were not only punished with 
degradation from their official rank, but have becn deported to 
the river Amour, there to undergo a term of penal servitude 
and hard Jabour with the army of the Northern frontier. The 
Viceroy, moreover, ascertained the actual guilt of a number of 
persons at Tientsin. Sixteen were sentenced to death, and twenty- 
two were banished to the penal settlements, at the extremity of the 
Empire, for ten years. A subsequent decree condemned five more 
culprits to denth, and fonr to exile. The Viceroy at the same time 
was obliging enough to affirm his belicf that the stores about the pull- 
ng out of children’s eyes and hearts were mere fables, and the Emperor 
wasasked tostamp these inventions, 80 generally credited by the populace, 
as mischievous fa'sehoods. Itisto be observed that even now, though 
the Imperial mandate comes too latz to avert the disasters that slanders 
have ciuced, the decree by no means distinctly contradicts the popular 
falsehoods. “ The people of Tientsin,” writes the Empcror, “ moved 
by doubt and anger,” perpetrated the massacre. The admi-sion of the 
words ‘* doubt and anger” into the very act of punishwent is searcely 
suggestive of a hearty desire on the part of the Chinese to keep on 
yood terms with the European Powers. 

The French Mission at Peking was naturally dissatisfied with the 
reparation that Prince Kung offered. The Comte de Rochechouart 
did not go so far as to demand the lives of the highest personages who 
have been held responsible for the crime, but he demanded that the 
‘Prefect and Sub-Prefect, who had taken no measures to check the 
violence of the mob, should be put to death, ag well as an Imperial 
General who happened to be in Tientsin at the time of the riot. The 
Government at l’eking refused to accede to this demand. It is easy 
in China to dispose of the lives of men in humble station ; many are 
willing to sell themselves to the executioner. But when it comes to 
puiting high officers to dcath, even the despotic Government at Peking 
has to look at the wishes of the people. Itis evident, therefure, that the 
Chinese condone or sympathis - with the rioters at Tientsin. The Govern- 
ment bas given no real satisfaction for the outrage, no reasonable gua- 
rantee against its repetition. The great criminals have escaped scot- 
free; those of the sccond rank have been let off with insignificant panish- 
ments; only the lowest have been rigorously dealt with. And then Prince 
Kung appeals in the most innocent manner to the Comte de Roche- 
chouart to bear him witness that China has ever been faithful in her 
friendship to France! He is ready with a large pecuniary indemnity— 
amounting to £80,900 orthercabout—for the familics of the murdered 
Frenchmen, and for the loases of the Church. He is profuse in expres- 
sions of sorrow; he is impressive in his declarations that for the future 
such melancholy accidents will be guarded avainst with vigilance. 
But he will not vield the only point of importance.—the punishment 
of the great officials who were responsible, by negligence or connivance, 
for the savage outbreak of the populace. We cannot profess to feel any 
confidence in the etate of affairs in China. Prince Kung’s plausible 
professions, judged by comparison with the weakness of his acta, 
plainly show that, while he is desirous to maintain friendly relations 
for a time at least with the Western Powers, he hag to face a popular 
sentiment too strong to be overcome. 
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After Ophir ; or, A Search for the South African Gold Fields. By 
Captain Augustus Lindlcy. London: Cassell, Petter, and Galpin.— 
The author, who will be remembered by our readers as a Taeping sol- 
dier, relates his adventures in an off-handed, graphic style, which leaves 
no doubt of its fidelity. Some of the scenes which he describes are 
very excitinz, and they convey a great deal of information. 

In Macmillan's Magazine for January, 1871, we have a very well- 
written article on the subject of Competitive Examinations in China. 
Is is the work of one who is conversant with Chinese evidently, but 
the topic is not a new onc, and would better have found place in the 
recently started magazine for China, the Phenix, where such mis- 
spelling of Chinese words as “Hsintsai” for “Siu tsai;” “ Chi jen” 
for ‘‘Ku-jen;” “Chin-shih” for “ Tsin gz’; would have been avoided. 

: Setting aside this insignificant point—for who cares much about the 
correct spelling of Chinese words?—the account of the competitive 
syatem is good, and shows it to be rotten in the extreme, that in spite 
of Mr. T. T. Meadows’s laudation of it, the system is utterly barren 
of good results. The whole thing wants remodelling; the idea on 
which it is based is not bad, but, like many other notions of the kind, 
it bas been extolled beyond measure, and, however beautiful and just 
it may appear, it has many weak pointe, and places are purchased in 
spite of it. Notwithstanding the most stringent regulations against 

e smuggling of memoranda or notes to enable the candidate for 
honours to pass successfully, greed and tricking defeat them, and the 
examiners are not inaccessible to “ backsheesh; in fact, there is a 
golden key to honour in China, malyré competitive examinations. 

ben the Chinese admit one or two European languages and some of 
the natural sciences into their list of requirements for pass examina- 
tions to office. we may expect to hear of their cordial reception of fo- 
reigners and their real proyrcess in civilieation. 

» The sayings of old Lau-txz and K’ung-tsz are very well as quaint 
aphoriems, but they are too clearly of a metaphysical cast; the Chinese 
want some practical subjects for mental exercise before they can ad- 
vance. But this article in Macmilun shows that we are aiming to 
Obtain information on this strange race more and more. A very lucid 
statement of particulars coi.cerning these examinations is to be found 
in the Phenix for Octuber, 1870, by Mr. C. Carroll, H.B.M. Vice-

THE GERMAN EMPIRE. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
HamBure, Dec. 27. 

The treaties for the union of Germany having now been confirmed 
and ratified on all siies, a deputation of the Prussian Parliament, con- 
alsting of thirty members, lias proceeded from Berlin to the Royal head- 
quarters at Versailles, to offer the congratulations of the Parliament to 
the King on having accomplished the unification of the country and 
the revival of tho a.cient Empire of Charlemagne, The treatics come 
into operation on the 1st of January next, when the King will also 
assume the title of Deutscher Kaiser and King of Prussia; the Queen 
Augusta will be culled Empress by courtesy; but the Crown Prince 
will retain his present title, and continue to be spoken of as his Royal 
(not Imperial) Highness. This revival of the Empire and extension of 
the Confederation to all Germany involves the necessity of the forcign Am- 
béssadors and other members of the corps d/plomatique being turnished 
by their respective Courts with fresh credentials; but it is uuderstuod 
that this will be postponed till after the return of the new Emperor 
from France. The subject of the coronation has also been discussed, 
ahd a strong current of partisanship has been created by the claims of 
the two rival cities of Aachen (Aix-la-Chapclle) and Frankfort-on-the- 
Maine for the honour. The former has undoubtedly the oldest claim, 
having witnessed the coronation of Charlemagne, and his bones being 
still preserved in the crypt of its venerable Doin or Cathedral. This was 
continued with the succeeding emperors till the close of the Thirty 
Years’ War, when the city bad suffered so much from the hostilities that 
there was not a sufficiency of fittiny accommodation for the Emperor and 
his numerous suite, with the electors, princes, nobles, and others who 
flocked in trom all sides to witness the pageant. Moreover, it was 
found to be inconveniently remote and tov closo to the fronticrs of 
the Low Countrics, which at that period belonged to Spain. So, all 
things considered, it was thought more advisable to remove the scat of 
the coronation to Frankfort, which even tien, as a free imperial city, 
was a place of rising importance, and the central emporium of the com- 
merce of that part of Germany, and favourably known as the place 
where the Emperors were elected. Nothing has as yet been decided as 
to which city will have the preference, if either; my own impression is 
that the coronations will in future be held at Berlin. 

The desertions of Freuch officers, prisoncrs of war, who broke 
their purole and made their escape, have now become so fre- 
quent that it hus been found needful to take more stringent 
measures towards them. It has therefore been ordered by the Go- 
vernor-General of the cuust district that for every officer guilty 
of breaking his parole ten others, to be decided by lot, shall be 
placed in close confinement, and th's has already been acted upon. 
Amongst the runk and file, too, several symptoms of insubordination 
and attempted reyolt have manifested themselves in many of tho 
fortresses where they are confined, and the Governor of Magdeburg has 
been induced to introduce measures of severity to check this propensity ; 
thus he has published a decree, ordering that all coutraventions of 
order and discipline shall 'e punished by twenty years’ imprisonment 
with hard labour, and the ringleaders be tried by court-martial, and, if 
convicted, summarily shot. 
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The two Hanseatic regiments of the North Germau Army, Nos. 75 
and 76, have received their ‘‘ baptism of fire,” and behaved themselves 
very courageously, so that the Grand Duke of Mecklenburg, who is in 
command of the Seventeenth Division, of which they form a brigade, 
sent a telegram to the Senate of Hamburg, with the request to pass it 
on to those of Bremen and Lubeck, congratulating them on the prowess 
exhibited by the Ianseatics, “ which was qu.te cqual to that of the 
oldest and best disciplined Prussian regiments.” Thcy were, however, 
dreudfully cut up in the battles of the 2-4th instaut, near Orteans, 
and those of the 7-10th iustant, at Beaugency, on the Loire. The 
list of casualtics in those engagements is extremely heavy, that of the 
95th counting 32 kilied and wounded, of whom ten officers and _ fifty 
six men were kil.ed on the field of battle, und many have since died of 
their wounds. The lo-ses of the 76th are still greater, comprising six 
officers and 142 men killed, and twenty-two officers und 389 rank and. 
file wounded, making a total of 559, so that the whole loss of the two 
regiments was 951 out of 4,000 men, or very nearly one in cvery four. 

The second Gerinan War Loan has proved as great a success as the 
first, the part offered on the London Stock Exchange being subscribed 
for to three times the amount required, whilst the subscriptions for the 
share reserved for Germany amountcd to more than four times what 
was wanted, so that in both countries a repattition has become neces- 
sary. Here at Hamburg the scrip commands a premium of § to ¥ per 
cent., and at Berlin even more, ; 

The new mateiial for feeding the army in the field, the Erbswurst or 
pea-suusage, is found by the experience gained in this war to be so 
practical—and it is us much liked by the soldiers as it is nutritious and 
economical —that the War-office at Berlin has decided on retaining it 
for the future as one of the principal articles of food furnished by the 
Commissariat, not only to the army but also to the German Navy. 
The buildings of the central estublishment at Berlin, which were run 
up in a hurry this last summer, and were only of a temporary nature, 
are now to be replaccd by more solid erections constructed in masonry. 
I may add that a private manufactory bas been establishe | in “his city, 
and is expected to do a large and lucrative business when tle article 
produced becomes better known, as it is us ful for provisioning ships’ 
crews, emigrant vessels, and the export trade generally. 

It has been stated in some of your London contemporaries that the 
King of Prussia has offered Count Bismark to create him Prince of 
Strasburg or Alsace, but that he has declined it. Thi- is, however, not 
altogether correct. It is quite true that he has been off-red his choice 
of the above titles, but that, so far from declining it, he acce)ts the ele- 
vation with gratitude, though as the matter now rests he wishes to be 
made Prince of Bismark-Schonhausen, thus retaining his fumily name, 
which would be lost to the world generally if absorbed under either of 
the two first-named titles. 

With reference to the case of the North German barqne A penrade, 
which it will be in theremembrance of your readers in the Far East was 
attacked and plundered by Chinese pirates in September last, when on 
her voyage from Whatnpoa to New York with a cargo of tea, it appears 
from the officisl report of Captain Siruben, in conmard of the Gere 
man corvette Afedusa, that the piratcs were captured by the Portuguese 
gunboat Cumoens on the 28th of that mouth, which was sent out for 
that purpose by the Governor of Macao, and their guilt being proved they 
were duly exccuted at the end of November. In full appreciation of the 
value of thisservice Vice- Admiral de Souza, the Portuguese Governor of 
Macao, has been decorated by the King of Prussia with thecross of Knight 
Commander of the Order of the Red Eagle with the Star, the officers of 
the gunboat Camoens with the Order of the Crown of Prussia, and the 
crew of the gunbvat with the Prussian badge of honour. The cuptain’s 
report closes by laying great stre-s on the expediency of making it 
compulsory on the owners of all German merchant-ships trading with 
China to arm them with a suitable armament for their defe.ce against 
pirates, and giving power to the cormman‘lers of Gerinan ships of war 
to convince themselves by personal inspection that they are sufficiently 
arined and the crews competently drilled for working the guns, 

From Sc. Petersburg I learn that, in the face of tue impending sepas 
ration of the Amoor territory from Lastern Siberia, and its crection 
into a separate province, Lieutenant.Gencral Korsakolf will not return 
to Irkutsk as Governor-General, but be succeeded in that appo ntment 
by Lieutenant-General Sinelnikoff.

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CHINESE CHARGES AGAINST EUROPEANS. 
Ws have been favoured with a copy of the translation of a 
very remarkable Chinese work, which came into the hands 
of the missionaries in Teng-chow several months ago, though 
it is only recently that special attention has been given to 
its contents. The present translation, which is printed at 
Shanghai, is apparently the work of missionaries, and whe- 
ther we regard it as a scholarly and conscientious rendering 
of a book which cannot but have exercised great influence 
over the minds of the Chivese, or simply as a contribution 
to missionary literature, we are equally impressed with the 
value and opportuneness of its publication. The original 
work is called Death-blow to Corrupt Doc'rines ; a Plain 
Statement of Facts, Published by the Gentry and People, and 
its ostensible object is to excite odium against the Christian 
religion and its converts. In the preface we are told that it 
has been largely instrumental in giving rise to the calum- 
nies regarding foreign residents and native Christians which 
have recently spread through China, and that it sheds im- 
portant light on the means by which the recent massacre at 
Tientsin was brought about. We can very readily believe 
this ; and, moreover, we agree with the translator when he 
tells us that the work has an important political significance, 
and that it is directed against foreigners generally, and all 
intercourse with them, social, commercial, and national. Re- 
ligion is the point of attack, because religion in the minds of 
the Chinese is essentially political and national. To them 
the idea that Christianity is propagated from benevolent mo- 
tives is inconceivable. They almost universally regard it asa 
political agency used by foreigners for the accomplishment of 
selfish and political ends, It has evidently been written by 
some one of great literary abilities. The author has had ex- 
tensive facilities for consulting public documents, and for 
ransacking all the works that have ever been written in 
Chinn against foreiguers and against Christianity. It is 
accompanied with a copious list of the authorities which 
he has consulted, and to which he continually refers. It is 
also evident that the author must occupy a high position in 
the Chinese Government, seeing that he has secured its dis- 
tribution throughout the country by the hands of the manda- 
rins or their underlings, as is proved by the fact that, in every 
instance in which it has been heard of, the parties possessing 
it have asserted that it was obtained from the Yamun. The 
copy from which the prerent translation was made came from 
the Yamun of Chi-hia. It was given to one of the native 
Christians by a friend in the Yaman, in the hope that it would 
induce him to forsake the foreign religion ; but, though heard 
of in every direction, only one other copy has come into the 
possession of the Christians, owing to the fact that all who re- 

Oeive it are strictly charged not to Jet Christians have it. 
Thus far, then, we cordially agree with the views of the 
translator, and we heartily tender him our thanks for the 
service he has rendered to religion and enlightenment by the 
thankless and repugnant task he has so ably executed. We 
could wish that he had sketched out at greater length, and 
more definitely, the remedy that he would suggest for the 
evil which he has unmasked. As it is, he contents himself 
with urging the necessity of teaching China what the Christian 
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religion really is—a self-evident need, which, however, applies 
no more to the Chinese than to any other heathen nation, or 
to our own Arab population at home. ‘The real question is 
—How can the Christian religion be best explained to the 
Chinese? and, if the answer to this is—By missionary enter- 
prise—and we can conceive no other means—we are met by 
the difficulty, which the translator does not seem fully to 
appreciate, that, the more missionary teaching is extended, 
the wider and the bitterer becomes the range of the obloquy 
to which it is exposed. For every convert that is made, a 
whole family, and, in some cases, a small community, seems 
to be turned into ferocious and implacable enemies. The 
more we are convinced of the truth and benefit of the doo- 
trine which missionaries tench, the more we are impressed 
with the misgiving that it may possibly be the way in which 
they teach it that is to blame for the virulent opposition 
which it excites. 

As for the argumente and the allegations of the native 
author before us, they may be dismissed in a few words, The 
arguments are the time-worn casuistries of the sceptics with 
which we are all familiarised, since it seems to be an inherent 
quality of scepticism that it can advance nothing new. As 
for the allegations they are simply bateful, incredible, and 
preposterous ; but our missionary friends must forgive us if 
we remind them that they are not more wicked or un- 
founded, and that they are not more artfully designed to 
excite vindictive feelings, than the teachings which in various 
countries in Europe,-and till within the last century or 
two, were the main instigation to the persecution of 
Roman Catholics and Jews. Uvbridled propensities are to 
this day imputed among the ignorant to the priesthood of 
the former, and even the Jatter have not long lived down 
the prejudice which ascribed to them the union of che- 
mistry and magic for the vilest purposes. Calumnies of this 
kind are merely a low form of the ¢ quogue argument 
which always comes readiest to the vulgar. Our only asto- 
nishment is that missionaries can be surprised at anything 
that is said against them at this time of day. But we can- 
not think that, widely as such reports may be circulated, 
they are very generally believed, even among the Chinese. 
They are seized hold of as the rudest excuse for refusing to 
be converted by those who are already nearly convinced, and 
who have not the frankness of the noble Roman, who confessed 
tbat he was “almost persnaded to be a Christian.” When 
the native mind is bronght to this stage, it appears to us 
that the missionary’s labour is nearer accomplishment than 
he suspects ; it requires only constancy and tact to complete 
it. If they are careful to avoid giving any pretext for the 
charge of offending the prejudices and traditions of the 
natives—if they seek to prove that the religion they teach 
is the truth, rather than that the philosopby of Conrucius is 
falsee—if they content themselves with teaching the worship 
of the Gon of the Christians, instead of demolishing the idols 
of the heathen—they will not find the grand old adage which 
tells us that “truth is great and must prevail” fail them in the 
and. By all means let copies of the present work be circulated 
wnong the native Chrietians, from whom it bas been so sedp- 
cously withheld. Their experience will make them reject its 
salumnies with contempt, and bind them faster to their new 
faith. Above all, let missionaries be especially careful that 
their zeal in making converts does not lead them to accept as 
such the dissolute, the designing, and dangerous classes of 
the community in which they labour. One miscalled ‘“ con- 
vert” who disgraces Christianity from within their congre- 
gation is far more injurious to their cause than a hundred 
avowed enemies who abuse them from without. With 
these precautions, aud the due protection in their sacred 
calling from our Government, which we have ever insisted 
on in these columns, we cannot but think that the publi- 
cation of such works as the ove before us is but the herald 
of a brighter day and a more extended sphere of usefulness 
for missionaries in China, 

Ir has been suggested that vur Government should make 
some efforts to purchase the valuable and unique Japanese 
collection of the late Baron von S1zsoLD. The Bavarian 
Government has for some time had the purchase in contem- 
plation for £5,000. 

WE are glad to see that his Majesty the King of Iraty 
has made the Maharajah of JonorE a Commander of the 
Order of the Crown of Italy, and Mr. H. Reme, the Consul 
at Singapore, a Knight of the same Order.

THE POSTAGE MEMORIAL. 

THe memorial to the Postmaster-General, praying for a 
reduction of the postage on newspapers, prices current, &., 
bas been presented by Mr. Cuoartes Macniac, M.P. The 
following is a copy of Mr. Maeniac’s letter and the Memo- 


rial, with a list of signatures :— 
Colworth, Bedford, Dec. 27, 1870. 

My Loxrp,—T1 have been requested by the pergona interested to for- 
ward for your Lordship’s consideration a memorial eetting forth the 
excewive charge for postage upon certain printed matter when for- 
warded to the East by the Brindisi route. 

It is needlega to dwell upon the importance to British trade of in- 
formation upon all subjects connected with and bearing upon it ; the 
rates of postage now charged must tend to limit the transmission 
of the documents and pupers referred to. I therefore hope it may 
be in your Lordship’s power to meet the wishcs of the memorialists.

The Memorial of the undersigned Bankers, Merchante, Brokers, News- 
paper proprietors, and others engaged in the trade of India, China, 
Japan, and Australia, 

Respectfully showeth,— 

1. That your memorialiste have learned with great surprise that the 
redaction decided on in the postage of letters to India, China, and 
Australia, via Brindisi, has not beea accompanied by a reduction in 
the charge of 4d. on newspapers for every }lb. 

2. That your memorialists beg t> inform yonr Lordship that by far 
the grea'est part of the commercial correspondence of manufacturers 
and brokers, is carried on by periodical publications or prices current, 
and that a charge of 4d. on such is a grievous tax on their business. 

8. Tnat the increased cost of transmission of the mails to Brindisi 
by Germany and the Brenner pass, should be more than covered by a 
reduction in the cost of the sea transit from Brindisi to Alexandria, 
& passeze of three days only, while the passage from Maracilles occupied 
six days. 

4. That it is an anomaly that a newspaper like The Times should 
be carried throughout the United Kingdom for one halfpenny, while 
the same paper coats, according to the present tariff, cightpence, for 
transmission to India, China, or Australia, which is virtually a pro- 
hibition. Your memorialists would cill your Lordship’s attention to 
the fact that the postage on letters to San Francisco —a distance of 
over 6,000 miles—is only 3d., and newspapers 1d. 

Your memorialists therefore pray that your Lordship will be induced 
to reduce the present excessive tax of 4d. on each newspaper.

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GALLE HARBOUR. 

WE regret to learn that the official correspondence between 
Sir Hercunes Ropinsow and Earl KimBeruey has resulted 
in the abandonment of both the rival plans for the improve- 
ment of the harbour at Galle—Mr. GREGoRY's on account of 
the expense, which is estimated at about half a million 
sterling ; and Colonel CLarke's simpler proposal for a break- 
water of ‘‘ pierre perdues,” which could be erected for half 
that cost, apparently because the Board of Trade has not 
confidence in its efficiency. Without expressing any decided 
Opinion as to which of these two schemes it would have been 
better to carry out, or whether it might not yet be pos- 
sible for some engineer to strike out a new plan which 
should combine efficiency with a less heavy outlay, we are 
not willing to lose the opportunity of pressing upon our 
friends at Galle that the virtual supersession of that point as 
the mail and postal harbour of the island—to say nothing of 
general undeveloped shipping trade—-is reduced by the de- 
cision of the Home Government to a mere question of 
£250,000. It is scarcely likely that the owners of property 
in Galle will be likely to permit their port to forfeit the ad- 
vantages which it has 8o long enjoyed, and for which it is so 
favourably placed geographically ; but it is clear that, unless 
they bestir themselves to raise the unecessary funds and take 
the work in their own bands, they will wake some fine morn- 
ing to find their steamers arriving and their letters delivered 
at C lombo or Trincomalee. The Cvulonial Secretary seems 
be in favour of the latter port, on account of its fine natural 
harbour ; but surely the year when the greatest engineering 
difficulties have been overcome at enormous cost in the Sues 
Canal and the Mont Cenis Tunnel, is not the time which the 
residents at Galle will choose for the virtnal ubandooment of 
their harbour, which must derive great benefit from both 
tho Canal and the Tunnel, for the sake of a comparatively - 
insignificant amount of pounds, shillings, and pence. In the 
meantime the gond citizens of Colombo are on the alert. In 
the Legislative Council Mr. Wiison has already given 
notice of a motion to ascertain the probable cost of “ pro- 
“viding Colombo with good harbour accommodation ; ” 
and, seeing that this, if this should lead to any practical 
result, it is almost certain to involve the formation of the 
long-talked-of Paumben Channel, at the sole cost of Colombo, 
we can hardly think that our friends in Galle will allow 
themselves to be so completely passed over in the race of 
communication. As for Trincomalee, we attach the less im- 
portance to its undoubted natural advantages, because to 
delay the mails for two days, going and coming, would be a 
step so directly in opposition to the spirit of the age, that we 
cannot believe that even the cautions Government of Ceylon 
would recommend it, while it would be a source of continual 
heavy extra expense to the P.and O. Company. The race is 
now between Galle and Colombo, and, if the former pereists 
in refusing to compete in it, it will throw away a splendid 
and possibly a last opportunity. 


By the last American mail we have received intelligence of 
the receipt of the £1,000 subscribed in London for the bene- 
fit of the relatives aud survivors of the American corvette 
Onetda, sunk off Yokohama. It is also annonnoed that the 
Government of the United States have awarded a year’s pay 
and allowances, in addition to the amount actually due. 


WE have to call attention to a very interesting narrative 
of the laying of the Submarine Cable from Batavia to Sin- 
gapore. In due time we hope to publish the account of the 
continuation on to Penang and Madras, thus completing the 
live. Telegrams from Madras announcing its completion have 
have been received. 


THE TELEGRAPH EXPEDITION, 

LAYING OF THB FIRST SECTION BETWEEN BATAVIA AND SINGAPORE. 

On the Ist Nov. the steamship Hibernia, belonging to the Tele. 
graph Cunetruction Company, the contractors for this work, arrived 
at Batavia in good condition, alter a ninety-eight days’ journey from 
England, for the most part under gail alone. She brought out all the 
cable for this portion of the line, consisting of 20 miles of shore end 
and 559 of main cable—total, 579 knots, weighing in all 2,181 tons. 
This cable was kept under water during the whole voyage, which made 
the total dead weight carried, including coals and cable, machinery 
and s'ores, about 3,000 tons, a good load for a ship of 2,008 nett re- 
gistered tonnage. She drew 27 feet on leaving England, which was 
reduced to about 24 feet by the time she arrived in Batavia Roads. 
The tests taken almost daily on the passage out gave very aatisfac- 
tory resulta, and the official tests taken after the arrival of the ship 
proved that the electrical condition of the cable had improved during 
the voyage. 
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The first few days after arrival were devoted to filling up with coal, 
landing instruments, &c., and underground cable, about three miles 
in length, to connect the office with the shore end. Saturday, the 
5th November, caw this portion of the work completed, and on that 
morning his Excellency Mr. Myer, Governor-General of Nether- 
jands India, paid a formal visit to the ship, accompanied by his two 
daughters and two sons and a select circle of his own invitation, in- 
cluding the Vice-president and three members of Council; the Re- 
sident, Mr. H. I. Hoogeven; the Director of Finance; the Director 
of Internal Government; the Director of Public Works, Mr. Van 
Raders; the Director of Public Worship ; the Director of Justice; the 
Commander-in-Chief, General Kroesen ; Admiral Andreal; Chief Se- 
cretary to Government, Mr. Harencarspel; President of the High 
Court, Mr. Rappard; also the Judges, and a large number of the 
principal officers of the military, naval, and civil scrvice departments, 
together with Mr. W. T. Fraser, Acting English Consul, and Mr. Alex- 
ander Fraser, agent for the N. I. Steam Company, who has for 
many years taken an active part in endeavouring to establish tele- 
graphic communication from India, via Singapore and Java, to Aug- 
tralia, of which this cable is the first link. Soon after six in the morning, 
on the arrival of the Governor-General, under an escort of cavalry, 
the steamboat immediately got under way, when a royal galute was 
fired from oneof the shore batteries, This had scarcely died away before 
the small steamer emerged from the Canal, between the two long piers, 
into the roadstead, when all the ships lying at anchor came into view. 
Six Dutch men-of-war and one Frenchman, fully dressed with flags, 
commenced to fire royal salutes of twenty-one guna cach—and sailing 
through the flect under these circumstances looked very much asif we 
had got into the midst of a small naval engagement. The yards of 
each man-of-war were also manned, which, together with the brightness 
of the morning, helped to complete a most interesting and imposing 
scene. 

Mr. Henry C. Forde (of Clark and Forde, London), Engineer 
to the Company, and Mr. Pell, the superintendent of the Batavia 
Station, met his Excellency at the place of embarkation, and ac- 
companied him on board the Hibernia, where he was received by 
Captains Halpin and Welsh on the part of the contractors, the 
Telezraph Construction and Maintenance Company. The Governor's 
band, which had previously been sent on board, played the Dutch 
National Anthem as the small steamer came alongside and the 
Governor and his party proce ded from one steamer to the other. 
After a minute inspection on board of the cable and cable-tanks, the 
paying-out and picking-up machinery, together with the mysteries of 
the electrical testing room, the distinguished party were entertained 
ata sumptuous tiffin. In the evening his Excellency gave a state 
dinner, to which about eighty gentlemen sat down, including six of the 
principal officials belonging to the British Au-tralian Telegraph Com- 

any, and the Telegraph Construction and Maintenance Company. 

his closed the day's proceedings. All the Dutch Government 
authorities, from his Excellency downwards, rendered all the aasist- 
ance in their power to facilitate the contractors’ operations, and a firat 
class trench of over three miles in extent, was opened under the 
immediate direction of Mr. Van Raders, the director of public works. 
This gentleman was foremost in doing everything to facilitate the land 
arrangements, and was ably seconded by the chief of the Telegraph 
department. 

On Tuesday, the 8th November, everything on board the Hibernia 
was ready for a start, and at daylight she moved into her position off 
the cable-house which had been previously marked by buoys by 
Captain J. W. R. Reed, R.N., an officer recommended to Captain 
Sherara Osborn by the Hydrographer to the Admiralty for his know- 
ledge and experience of those shallow and dangerous seas and narrow 
channels. Captain Reed, spent many years surveying the seas in this 
part of the world, on board the Rideman, and is therefore a most 
suitable person for thé Telegraph Construction Company to send out 
to advise the captains of their ships as to avoiding dangers, and also 
to take such accurate observations during the laying of the cable as 
would fix its position accurately, and thereby in case of any future 
break or fault inthe cable rave the company much time and conse- 
quent expense in effecting repairs. 

Owing to the want of water the /7/lernia could not anchor closer 
than a mile and a-half from shore; it was therefore 6.15 px. before 
everything on ship and shore was ready, and the Hibernia com- 
menced moving ahead — quite two hours after the appointed time—as 
it was not easy to stecr the ship in the dark just round the outside 
of the anchorage and clear of dangers. This, however, was very care- 
fully done, under the guidance of Captain Welsh, of the Hibernia, and 
Captain Reed, R.N. 

bout two-and-a-half hours after paying out had commenced the 
lice between the shore end and the main cable passed overboard at 
about ten knots distance from the cable-house, and from this position 
@ courre was shaped to steer clear of the Browers shoal, about fifty- 
five miles from Batavia, Mr. J. C. Laws acting as chief electrician. 

Up to noon of the 9th about eighty eight miles of cable was 

aid ont, over an average depth of water of fourteen fathoms. Pay- 
fae out continned most regularly throughout the whole distance, 
and no indication could be observed of any imperfections in the elec- 
trical condition of the cable, although the insulation slightly fell as 
it passed out of the comparatively cool cable-tanks on board into the 
warmer sca. The temperature of the tanks ranged from 79 deg. to 
80 deg., whereas the sea varied from 81 deg. to 84 deg. Fahrenheit. 

At about 4.30 on the morning of the 10th inst., after proceeding 
all night at the slowest possible speed, the Dutch man-of-war steamer 
Sumatra was observed at anchor on our port-bow—almost invisible 
in a heavy black cload—marking a dangerous position at the entrance 
of the Gaspar Straits. 

Daylight continued during the whole time of passing through the 
Straits. The Sumatra steamed ahead of the Hibernia, and took up 
her position off the Belvedere rocks, at the northern entrance to the 
Gaspar Straits. About ten o'clock at night we parted company from

the Sumatra, having laid about ninety miles of cable through the 
Straits at tue rate of from 5} to 64 knots per hour with her assistance. 
From this to the entrance to the Singapore Straits the course had 
to be chanued very often and carefully watched, it. order to steer clear 
of rocks and shoals, which abound in these seas. The accurate and 
constant record kept on board of the length of cable paid out was of the 
greatest assistance to the navigating department, as from these obser- 
vations the distance rum by ship could at any time be teld to the 
fraction of a mile. 

At about 1230 a.m. on Sunday morning. the 15th Nov., when 505 
miles of distance had been run, and 512 miles of cable wore paid oat, 
the Wihernea stopped for the first time ut the entranee to the Singa- 
pore Sitais, in sight of the Horsburgh Lighth use. At daylicht the 
ship was again under way, and thirty-six knots more of cable paid out, 
when the end was let go, sealed up, and buoved. and the Hrhernta 
steamed on ten miles more and took up her pesition off the cable- 
house at Tanjong Katong, at about{two cables’ lepeth from the beach, 

The following morning about six o'clock the end of the shore cable 
was towed on shore by Lieut. Burn, master-att- dant Singapore, in 
his steam launch ; and when the end was properly wet (with cham. 





! pagne), and afterwards sealed up in the pres-uece of a few ladies and 


gentlemen living in the neighbourhood, the //:/.rn 2 steamed off to 
the buoy and effected the final splice, which completed the electrical 
connection between Batavia and Singapore. 

The latter portion of the work was doue in the presence of hig Exe 
cellency Sir Harry Ord, K.C.B., Governor of the Straits Settlements, 
who in his steam yacht accompanied the //.ferncu as far as the bnoyed 
end of the cable, and then came on beard and witnessed the final 
splice. Tefore this was commenerd his Excellency sent a compli- 
| mentary message to Mr. Myer, Governor-General of Netherlands 
India, to which a cordial and suitable rep!y was returned the following 
morning, as svon as the cable wax opeued for communication. 

The following was the first official message that was sent through 
the completed cable :— 


“Singapore, Noy. 16, 1870. 
“To his Excellency the Governor-General of Netherlands India. 
‘*T have the honour to inform your Excellency of the successful 

completion of the Batavia-Singapore Cable.—Iexuy C. Forpe, 

“ Engineer to British Au-tudian Telegraph Company.” 

To which the following reply was returned :— 

* Batavia, Nov. 18, 1870. 

“The Governor-General of Netherlands India beys to offer his 
sincere thanks to Mr. Forde for the faveurabie news of the successful 
laying of the Telegraphic Cable, and conzratulates him and the other 
gentlemen of the Telegraphic Company upon the able and expeditious 
manner in which they have performed their task.” 

This cable has certainly been laid in a most satisfactory manner, and 
has been, as far as possible, placed in the de-pe-t water (although it only 
averages twenty fathoms over the entire distance) and out of the way 
i of ships’ anchors. It was laid with the leas! possible retarding strain, 
averaging not more than 3} cwt., and the total cable expended over 
and above the distance run is 54 knots, equal to an average of one per 
cent. of slack. The bottom throughou: is weil sounded, and there 
is, therefore, no doubt the line lies at rest at all points, and it is euffi- 
ciently slack everywhere to enable itte be raised in case of future 
repairs becoming necessary. Some cleven yeurs ayo a cable was laid 
between these two points, whose business life was searecly equal to 





/ one month in all; it was but one-third as hcavy as the present cable, 
the outer covering was not protected, as this cable is, from corrosion, 
| and its strength, when new, was but one-haii of the cable now laid ; 
j it wa. aiso suid of that cable that its entire i-ugth as paid out fell one 
mile short of the actual ground covered, and there is a great proba- 
bility that such was the case, judging from a similar cable laid about 
the eame time down the Red Sea, between Suez, Aden, and Kurrachee, 
which latter cable survived ita thirty diys’ probation after laying bya 
period which must be counted by weeks rather than months. 
Fortunately contractors of the prevent day see that it is to their in- 
terest, as well as to the interest of the companies who employ them, 
to lay cables with great care and free from tension, aud it is confidently 
expected by those who watched the progress of the paying out of this 
cable that it now lies under ag favourable a condition as ig possible

Monetary and Commercial,

Tenders for £40,000 in bills of exchange on India, of which 
not more than £10,000 will be drawn on Bombay, will be received 
at the Bank on the 4th of January. 

Owing to failing health Mr. George Ure Adam retired on the 
31st ult. from the post of manager of the Chartered Bank of Indias 
Australia, and China, which he has ably filled since the commence- 
ment of its business, and is succeeded by the sub-manager, Mr. 
John Howard Gwyther. 

At a meeting of the creditors of Messrs. Parke Pittar and 
Co., whose suspension in the East India trade was announced 
on the 20th ult., an approxima.e statement of affairs was submit- 
ted by Mr. Gibbons, of the firm of Harding, Whinney, Gibbons, 
and Co, who explained that further information was required 
from Iudia as to the positiun of Messrs. Charles Nephew and Co. 
before the position of the estate could be accurately arrived at. 
It was proposed and unanimously agreed that the meeting should 
be adjourned, and that Mr. C. J. Leaf and Mr. C. A. Stewart 
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should act as inspectors in the interim. The statemont showed 
unsecured liabilities to the amount of £25,504, with assets appa- 
rently likely to realise £21,834, and the possibility of receipts 
from other claims. 

In our advertising columns will be found a statement of the 
Moscow Discount Bank, established in January last. 

We have received the report of the Chetty conspiracy case at 
Colombo, referred to in our last. Three Chetties appeared to an- 
swer the charge preferred by Mr. J. Gibson Thomson. The alleged 
conspiracy consisced in these Chetties meeting and passing a re- 
solution that they would not buy any more goods of the plain- 
tiff’s firm, and that they would fine any Chetty whom they found 
doing so. This course of action was prompted hy the feeling that 
they had been aggrieved by certain law proceedinys taken by 
Messrs. Thomson and Co., arising out of disputed contracts. The 
defendants’ counsel contended that they had committed no offence 
against the law in the combination, which he did not deny. The 
prosecutor's counsel might proceed or not ; he did not ask him to 
stay proceedings, but added that, if they were dropped, defendants 
would be prepared to resume their dealings with plainti_’s firm. 
On this the charge was withdrawn, We think it is a great pity 
that the case was entered upon at all if it was not intended to 
take it to trial. It involved a question of great commercial im- 
portance, which is now left more confused than before. The pro- 
secutor’s withdrawal is certain to be misrepresented, aud the 
present proceedings can have no effect in checking the evil com- 
plained of. 

The subjoined extract from a letter, written by a passenger 
lately passing through the Suez Canal, confirms our opinion that at 
present no vessel should draw over twenty feet :—Our steamer is 
325 feet long, draws 19 feet 4 inches forward, and 20 feet 6 inches 
astern. In starting from moorings about eight miles from 
Ismailia she touched the ground, and in passing the double curves 
near, Lake Timsah she twice slightly touched.” 

Sir Daniel A. Lange sends the following relative to“the Suez 
Canal :— 


I enclose a telegram just received from Ismailia, with reference 
to the passage of ships. The receipts of the Suez Canal continue to 
average £20,000 per month. M. de Lesseps and the personel of the 
Canal Company have, unfortunately, allowed themmelves to be shut up 
in Paris. I have letters from him by balloon post till the 19th De- 
cember. The letters sent via Marseilles, per pigeon post, had not 
reached him, as they are not alluded to. 


Advices by telegram have been received of the laying of about 
250 miles of the Great Northern Company’s cable from Shanghai 
towards Hong Kong. The Cella, with the remaining cable, would 
proceed at the first favourable opportunity. 

The British Indian Extension Telegraph Company’s Cable has 
been successfully submerged between Singapore and Madras, thus 
completing the telegraphic submarine chain from England as far 
as Batavia. : 

.A circular issued by Mr. Richard Coles, of 19, St. Ielen’s-place, 
announces that he has made arrangements with Mr. Arthur An- 
drews (for many years in China, and connected with the China 
trade) to join him as a partner at the besinning of the new year, 
the style of the firm being Coles, Brown, Andrews, and Co. 

Mr. Edwin Henry [ow (late of Foochow) is admitted a partner 
in the firm of Messrs. How Brothers and Co., of Fenchurch-street. 

At a meeting of the creditors of Higson, West, and Co., Man- 
chester merchants, the statement submitted showed liabilities for 
£77,761, and assets for £7,359. No offer was made, and acom- 
mittee was appointed to investigate and report to a future meet- 
Ing. 

Mr. George Moul, late of China, has become a partner in the 
firm of Arthur Andrews and Cu., of Fenchurch-street, tea- brokers. 

Mr. Benjamin Howes has joined the firm of Thomas Barlow 
and Bros., of Major-street, Manchester. 








BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade returns for November continuc to indicates 
steady revival of the commerce of the country. Compared with 
those for the corresponding date of last year they show an increase 
of £1,090,115, or more than 7 per cent. in the declared value of 
our exportations,while over the same month of 1868 there is an 
excess of nearly 16 per cent. The exact alterations presented com- 
prise an increase of 26 per cent.in coal, 10 per cent. in cotton yarn 
(13 per cent ia quantity), 8 per cent. in cotton manufactures 
(14 per cent. in quantity), 16 per cent. in Haberdashery, 76 per 
cent. in silk manufactures, 6 per cent. in linen manufactures, 12 
Per.cent, in woollen yarn, and 13 per cent. in the various articles 
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classed as miscellaneous. The declared value of the exports for 
the month amounted to £16,377,935, against £15,287,826 in the 
same period of 1869, and against £14,143.493 in 1863 ; while for 
the eleven monthsthe totals were £182,362,925, against £174,450,262 
in 1869, and £164,824,654 in 1868. The “computed real value” 
of the principal imports in October was as follows :—1868, 
£21,502,839 ; 1869, £23,759,824 ; 1870, £21,493.690.

The Cymbeline, Faye, which sailed from London December 17, for 
Singapore. put back to Gravesend with loss of anchor and chain, and 
with windlass damaged, but sailed 26th for her destination 

The Jacoba Helena (Dut. brq.), Immerziel, which sailed from the 
Tyne. 20th December, for Singapore, put into Shields 23rd, with boats 
stove and other damage, and several of the crew disabled. 

The Prinses Amelic, Driest, from Amsterdam to Japan, which put 
into Table Bay with damage, Nov. 3, had her decks swept ina hurri- 
cane, Oct. 18, 40 8., 34 E. The cargo between decks had to be dis- 
charged, and part of it was found to be damaged. The master hoped 
to be able to ;-roceed in the beginning of December. 

The Caroline Hutchings, Colter, which arrived at New York Dec. 
13, experienced a severe cyclone Nov. 20, 19 N., 26 W., and lost 

“several sails. 
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The Balnaguith, Nankivell, from Padang to New York, which put 
into Berminda Nov. 28, leaky, left St. Helena Aug. 24, and had expe- 
rienced very bad weather ; she had been within 100 miles of her desti- 
nation, and in lat. 85 lon. 74 encountered a most violent hurricane, 
which carried away spars and suils, and caused the ship to make 15 
inches water per hour ; her copper was in a bad state, and she had sus- 
tained other damage to her bull ; her cargo was also much injured. A 
survey had been held and the cargo would be discharged.

damage to machinery.
